In fine, I was very 
well ſatisfied with Don Garcias; and Don Ra- 
mires Was not a little pleaſed, ro ſee me calmed; 
as he deſired. Then he began to caſt about, how 
be might briog Nugne Bella into the Confidence 
he withed of her. | 

Having conſidered a little with himſelf about 
the Means, he ſought an occaſion to ſpeak to her ; 
which ſhe: often gave him ; becauſe, ſhe knew 1 
concealed nothing from him, and that ſhe might 
Diſcourſe with him about our Concerns : He be- 
gan to entertain her-with his Joy, that the Prince 
and I,were made Friends. - She told him, She was 
as.glad of it as he: For, that I found (ſaid ſhe) 
Genſalve ſo nice upon-the Concern of his Siſter, 
that I apprehended he might embroil himſelf with 
Den Garei4s. It I thought, Madam (faid be) that 
you were of, thoſe, that were capable of conceal- 
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any thing from their Lovers, when it is ne- 
pk for their IntereRt, ir would be a great 
Corhfort to me,to ſpeakito a Perſon as concerned 
as you ſelf, in what regards Gonſalvo: 1 fore-ſec 
things that give great Diſquiet ; and you are the - 
only Perſon to whom I may impart them : Bur, 
Madam, it is upon Condition, that you will not 
ſpeak of them, even to Gonſalvo himſelf. I do 
promiſe it you, ſaid ſhe; and you ſhall find me 
as ſecret, as you can deſire: I know, that as it is 
dangerous to conceal ſome things from our 
Friends ; ſo it is as dangerous never to conceal 
any thing from them. You ſhall ſee, Madam, 
(ſaid he) of what Importance it is to conceal 
what | am going about to tell you: Don G arcias 
has lately given Don Gonſalvo new Aſſurances of 
hie Friendſhip z and has aſſured him, that he has 
no more Thoughts of his Siſter : But I am very 
much miſtaken, if he does not love her moſt paſ- 
fionately : Of the Humour this Prince is of, he 
cannot long conceal his Paſſion; and, of the Hu- 
mour Don Goxſalvo is of, he will never ſuffer it 
ſhonld continue : He will infallibly anger the 
Prince, and quite loſe his Favour. 1 muſt confeſs 
(ſaid Nugna) that I had the fame Suſpitions : 
And, by what41 have ſeen, and by certain things 
that Hermeneſilde has told me, which I would 
not let her acquaint her Brother with, I could not 
induce my Thoughts to believe, that what- Dor 
Garcias has, was but an Aﬀectation, and a de- 
ſign, only to fright Don Gonſalve, Youdid very 
dilcreetly (ſaid Don Ramires;) and | believe, 
Madam, you will do well for the future, to keep 
Hermeneſilde from telling her Brother any thing 
of what paſſes betwixt ber and the Prince, for it 
is 
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is both dangerous, and tono purpoſe to ſpeak to 
him-of it. . If the Prince has but a moderate 
paſſion for her, he will eaſily hide it, and by 
your condutt, Hermeneſilde will cafily cure him 
of it; Gonſalvo-will know nothing, and ſo yoy 
will keep out of mortal apprehenſions, and pre- 
ſerve him in the fayour of the Prince; But if Don | 
Garcias his paſſion be violent and ſtrong, do you 
think it impoſſiblefor him to Marry Hermeneſlde} 
and would you believe, that we ſhould do Gonſalve 
ill Service, if what we keep from his knowledge, 
ſhould be a means to make his Prince his Brother- 


in Law? Aſſuredly Madam, yon muſt well con- 


ſider, whether Don Garcias his Love to Hermene- © 
filde, mult be broke off; and it concerns you 
more than any, -by the intereft you may have to 
ſee one day a perſon, your Qxzeen, which in all Þ 
appearance will be your Siſter-in-Law. | 
' Theſe laſt words made Nugna ſee what ſhe had 
not till then thought of ; the hopes of being Si- 
ſter-in-Law to the Queer, made her believe there 
was more weight in Don Ramires his reaſons, than 
Jn truth there was : At laſt he managed her ſo & 
well, that it was agreed betwixt them, that I 
fhonld: know nothing of their intriegue , that 
they would make an exact ſcrutiny into the Prin- 
ces Thoughts; and that, from what they ſhould 
be able to diſcover of them , they would tzke 
their Meaſures accordingly. 

Don Ramires, tranſported with Joy, to have 
ſo well begun his Negotiation, gives the Prince 
an Account of what he had done:: The Prince 
was Over-joyed at it, and gave Don Ramyres full | 
power to ſay what he pleaſed of his Inclinations 
Don Ramires now Pleniporentiary of the Prince's 
AtﬀeCtions, 
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Aﬀe&ions, returns imwediately to Nugne Bells : 
He makes $0 her a long Narrative of bis manner 
of brioging the Prince to acknowledge his Paſſion 
for my Siſter ; He adds, That he never ſaw Man 
tranſported with Love : That he admired the 
Violence the Prince uſed to himſelf, for fear of 
diſplealing me : That all things might be hoped 
from a Man ſo paſſionately in Love; But that jt 
was neceſſary to give him ſome Hope, that his 
Love would ſucceed. MNugna gave full Credit to 
all Don Ramyres had ſaid; and promiſed” bim to 
ſerve Den Garcias, and imploy all her Intereſt 


$ with my Siſter, for him. 


Don Ramgres runs to the Prince with thisNews; 


| which he receives with incredible Joy, and em- 


braced him a thouſand times over : He could not 
forbear ſpeaking to him ; and wiſhed, he might 
not be obliged to ſpeak to any Body elſe: But 
that, he ſaw he could not in Prudence change his 
Conduct, nor his manner of Living with me. Don 
Kamires himſelf, took great care to conceal his 
new acquired Favour; and the Remorſe of his 
Treachery, made him ſtill believe, that I ſu(- 
pected it. 
', Don Garcias {00n found Opportunity to ſpeak 
to Hermeneſilde ; He declared to her his Paſſion 
for her, with all the Zeal he could : And, as he 
was really in Love, he found no great difficulty 
to SH her, that he was ſo. She was diſs 
poſed to entertain him kindly - But, after what 
I had-ſaidito her, ſhe was afraid to follow the Di- 
Qateg, of her own Heart. She acquaints Nagna 
with-al chat; paſled betwixt the Prince and her. 
Nugna, 'tqrthoſe very Reafons Don Ramires had 
alledged rocher, adviſed her to let me _—_ no-

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thing ; and ſo to manage the Prince , as to in. 
flame him more,” and preſerve his Eſteem for 
her: She told her further, That what-ever Re- 
pugnance I might ſhew againſt the Princes Love 
ro her; yet ſhe Might well believe, that I ſhould 5 
be very glad of what was like to be ſo advantagi- 
ous to me, but that for certain reaſons I was un- 
willing to take any Cogniſance of things until ; 
they were more advanced. FHermenefilde ; who 
had an entire 'deference to all that Nagna Bella 
deſired; was eaſily drawn to follow her Conduct, 
and her inclination for Don Garcias, was ſtrongly 
ſupported with the hopes of a Crown. £ 
This intriegue betwixt my Siſter and thePrince, © 
was Carried on with ſo much art and dexterity, F 
that except the firſt day or two that notice was 
taken of his commending her Beauty, none ever | 
ſuſpetted that he had any inclination for her : He 
never entertained her publickly, for Nugna gave 
him opportunities of converſing with het in pri- 
vate: | perceived a decay in the Princes Friend- 
ſhip to me, but I did attribute it to the inequality 
and levity which is uſual in young people.

They received the news of this overthrow with

my Fathers diſgraces, but as 1 had no ſhare in his

Caſtite, therefore 1 followed him, and Dox Ra- 
Mires ſaid with the Prince. MNugna Bella feemed 

be nearly concerned for my Misfortune and oor 
Aracics "th ed with the Conſolation, at 
teaft, of believing my ſe beloved of the perſon 
of the Wartd1 moſt eſteemed and loved. 

The Prince being not iz acondition to'Com- 
mand, bis Brother Don Ordogno, marched unto 
Biſcay ; he was'as unfortunate in his Enterprife;

They overthrew the Moors, and forced them to 
beg Peare.

While I was taken up with my Amour, my Fa- k 
ther was buſied by his Ambition; he had made

too' conſiderable a pledge to him to leave me in

In the mean time Don Ramires his paſlion for

208 mures ; they reſolved, that upon the firſt occaſt-

.- An occaſion ſoon offer'd it ſelf ; the King was 
c& in paſlion againſt the Prince, for doing ſomething 
eZ againſt his order, and accuſed me for adviſing 
e& him rtoir: The trince not daring to come into 
.& the King's preſence, pretended to be Sick, and 
J kept his Bed for ſome days; the Queen (accord- 
1 ing to her cuſtom) endeavoured a reconciliation, 
X ſhe came to her Son's Appartment, to TA

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him with the Kings complaints againſt him. Ma- 
dam, theſe are not the true cauſes of the King 
Anger, I know the reaſon, he has a ſtrange aver-

od W not comprehend what ſhould induce him to wiſh 
n,& my abſence, I could not gueſs what ſhould make 
a.& him profeſs a kindneſs for me,when he had none, 
7 1& nor could I believe, that what I was told could be 
ed true, nor that Don Garcias could be ſo weak as to 
id conſent to my Baniſhment : As I loved him paſ- 
8 ſionately, his change pierced me unto the very * 
1-@& Soul; and being not able to endure what I ſuf- 
%zK&fered, 1 went to look out Don Ramires, to have 
x-the ſatisfaftion to make my complaint to him. 

ſe As I was going towards the Palace, I met one 
of the Officers of Don Garcias's Chamber, whom 
I had placed with the Prince, and who was nearer 
bWto his perſon than any other.

After this violent tranſport of my grief, the

-— me that might oblige me to change my de- 
Ign. 
He told me all were ignorant of the cauſe of 
my departure, that the Prince as well as Don Ra- 
mires, ſeemed to be much afflicted at it; that the 
King believed I was gone, with his Sons private 
conſent, and of intelligence with him : He told 
me he ſaw his Siſter ; that allI believed was true; 
that the recital of the particulars would but in- 
creaſe my grief, and therefore defired to be ex- 
cuſed from the telling it. I was not in a condi- 
tion to fear the increaſe of my Misfortunes ; and 
what he would have concealed was the only thing 
that conld give me ſome curioſity; I prayed him 
therefore to hide nothing from me ; 1 will not re- 
peat all he told me, becauſe I have already told 
you the moſt part, to put my Narrative in ſome 
order: It was from him 1 learnt all thoſe things 
(of which I was ignorant) while they were tranſ- 
aCting, as you might judge. 1 will only tell yon, 
that his Siſter informed him, that the Night be- 
fore my departure , as ſhe came back from the 


Queen, , 
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Qneen, where Nugna Bella had not appeared 
that Night, ſhe went to Nugna Bella's Chamber, 
where ſhe found her all bathed in her tears, with 
a Letter in her hand, that they were both ſurpri- 
ſed but for different reaſon, that in fine, Nagna 
Bella, after a long ſilence, ſhut the Door, and 
told her, that ſhe would truſt her with all the ſe. 
ctets of her Life, praying her to pitty her, and 
comfort her in the ſaddeſt condition that ever 
poor Maid was reduced to; that then ſhe diſco- 
yered to her all that had paſſed betwixt the Prince 
Don Ramires, my Siſter, and her, juſt as I told 
you; and that Don Ramires had juſt then ſent her 
back this Letter which ſhe held in her hand, be- 
cauſe it was not for him , but intended for me, 
and that I had received that Letter ſhe meant for 
Don Ramires, that by that Letter I had found out 
all that ſhe had concealed from me for ſo long 
ei1me, 

Elvire told her Brother, that ſhe never ſaw 
any perſon ſo afflicted and troubled as Nagna

He returned to Leoz, andI parted with deſign 
to Embarque my felf at the firſt Port I ſhould 
come to. But when I was alone, left to the re- 
fletions of my Misfortunes, the remainder of 
my days appeared ſo tedious to me, that I reſol. 
ved to go ſeek my Death in the Wars that the 
King of Navar had againſt the 249975; 1 would 
be known by no other name but by that of Theo- 
dorick, and I was unhappy enough to acquire 
ſome glory which I'did not look for, inſtead of 
that death which I ſought after: The Peace was 
concluded , I re-aſſumed my former deſign, and 
your re-encounter made me change that diſmal 
Wilderneſs, whither 1 intended to go, into a 
moſt pleaſant retreat. There 1 began to find 
that quiet and tranquillity which I had loſt, not 
but that Ambition has been buſie ſometimes to 
tempt my heart, but what Ihad already taſted of 
the inſtability of Fortune, render*d jt contempt- 
able to me; and the love I had born Nuzn4 
Bella, was {© totally blotted out of my heart by 
the contempt I conceived for her , that I might. 
juſtly ſay, I had no Paſſion for any kind of thing, 
although I had yet a great deal of Sadneſs left in 
me; the ſight of Zayde has raviſhed from me that 
ſad tranquillity which I enjoyed, and hurries me 
into new Misfortunes, much more cruel than thoſc 
I have algeady experimented. 

Alphonſo remained both Surpriſed and Charm'd 
with Don Gonſalvo's ſtory; 1 confeſs (ſaid he) 


that I had conceived a large Idea of your —_—_ 
an 
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and Virtues, but I muſt acknowledge that what 
I have now heard, ſurpaſſes my former thoughts : 
I rather ought to fear (replyed Don Gonſalvo) 
that I have leſſened the good opinion you had of 
me, by letting you ſee how eaſie I was to be de- 
ceived ; but 1 was young, I was ignorant of the 


- Court-Artifices, 'I was incapable of praftiſing to 


them: I never loved any but Nugna Bella, and 
the love I had for her, would not let me imagine, 
that that kind of Paſſion could ever haye an end, 
ſo that nothing could lead me to a diffidence, nei- 
ther of, Friendſhip nor of Love. You could not 
defend your ſelf, replied Don Alphonſo, from de- 
ceit, unleſs you had been of a ſuſpicious Nature, 
and yet your ſuſpicions (though never ſo well 
grounded) would ſeem to your ſelf unjuſt, ſince 
you had not until then any cauſe given you of dif- 
fidence againſt any that might deceive you ;, and 
their deceit was carried on with ſo much Arr, 
that there was no appearance in reaſon of a fal- 
lacy: Let us ſpeak no more of my paſt Misfor- 
tune (replied Gonſalvo) fince I am no longer ſen- 
ſible of them, Zayde has taken from me, even 
the remembrance of them, and I wonder how I 
could call them to mind : But I could never be- 
lieve, that Beauty alone could make me in Loye, 
nor be ſmitten by one that had other pre-ingage- 
ments; and yet | adore Zayde, to whom I am ſo 
much a Stranger, that I know nothing of her, 
but that ſhe is handſome, and that her heart 
bleeds for ſome _ather : Since | was deceived in 
the opinion I had of Nugna Bella, whom I knew, 
what can I expe@from Zayde , whom 1 do not 
know? But what ſhould I expe&t, or what pre- 
tenſons can I haye upon Zayde ? She is utterly 

F 4 unknown 
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unknown to me 5 Chance threw ker upon thig 
Coaſt; ſhe is impatient to be gone; I cannog 
keep her againſt her Will, without being both 
unjuſt and uncivil. Thopygh I ſhould detain her, 
what ſhould be the better for it, I ſhould ſee her 
every day bewailing the abſence of a Man that ſhe 
loves, and remembring him as often as ſhe looks 
upon me. Ah, Alphonſo, what a miſchief is Jea- 
louſie? Ah, Don Garcia, you had reaſon, that 
is the only Paſſion that ſurpriſes us, and ſtrikes us 
of a ſudden ; all the other Paſſions are but Chains, 
by which we ſuffer our hearts' willingly to be 
drawn away; all true inclinations pluck it from 
us in ſpight of us, andthe Love [ have for Zayde, 
is a torrent that draggs me, without leaving me 
the leaſt power of reſiſting. But, Alphonſo, 1 
make you ſpend the Night here in entertaining 
you with my ſorrows, it is but reaſon I ſhould ler 
you now take your reſt, 

After theſe words, Don Alphonſo went to his 
Chamber, and Don Gonſalvo paſſed the reſt of the 
Night without ſleeping one moment. The next 
day Zayde ſeemed to A taken up with the delire 
of finding out what ſhe had altcady ſought after, 
but all her endeavours were to no purpole ; Gor- 
ſalve never parted from her, he forgot almoſt 
every moment that, ſhe could not underſtand him ; 
he asked her the cauſe of her grief, with the ſame 
reſpett and circumſpeCtion, -and fear of diſplea- 
ſing her, as if ſhe had underſtood 'what he 
laid; When he recolletted himſelf, and had the 
diſpleaſure of ſeeing, ſhe could return him no 
Anſwer, he thought to coinfort himſelf by ſay- 
ing to her all that his Paſſion could ſuggeſt, 

I love you, fair Zayde (ſaid he) looking no 
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faſtly ypon her; 1 Adore you; I have atleaſt, 
the ſatisfation to tell you ſo without offending 
you”; all your actions tell me that none durſt de- 
clare it without incurring your diſpleyſure, but 
that Lover, for whom you weep, has ſpoken to 
you (without doubt of his Love) and you have 
uſed your ſelf to hear him.: How many doubts 
might you reſolve me, fair Zayde, in one word ? 
When he ſpoke to her in this manner, ſhe 
turned her ſelf ſometimes towards Felime with 
aſtoniſhment, as it were to make her take notice 
of a reſemblance , which always ſurpriſed her : 
This was ſo piercing a ſmary bh Don Gonſalvo, 
to imagine that he put her in mind of his Riyal, 
that he would with all his heart renounce the ad- 
vantages af his Beauty and good mean, to be 
rid of ſuch a r&&mblance : This trouble was fo 
inſupportable, to him, that he could hardly re- 
ſolve with himſelf ever to ſee Zayde more, he 
had rather deprive himſelf of her ſight,. than to 
repreſent to her the Image of him ſhe loved; and 
her looks ſeemed ſo favourable to him , he could 
not indure them, he was ſo perſwaded, that they 
were not addreſſed to him ;, he would leave her, 
and ſpend whole Afternoons in the Woods. 
When he returned to her, he found her more an- 
gry than ſhe uſed to be; he fancied conſequently, 
that he ſaw ſome inequality in her behaviour to- 
wards him; but as he could not gueſs at the 
cauſe, he imagined that the diſpleaſure of being 
in an unknown place, cauſed the alterations that 
appeared in her humour; nevertheleſs he per- 
ceived, that the Affliction ſhe was in the firſt days 
of her abode there, begun to leſſen. Felime was 
more Aﬀicted than Zayde, but her ſadneſs was 
| always 
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always alike ; ſhe ſeemed to be over-whelmed 
with grief, and endeavoured to be alone, to en- 
tertain her ſclf with her fad thoughts, Alphonſo 
took notice of it ſometimes to Gonſalvo with a- 
mazement, and he wondered that the exceſs of 
her Melancholy did not tarniſh her Beauty, In 
the mean time all Don Gonſalves ſtudy was to 
pleaſe Zayde, and to give her all the Divertiſe- 
ments that Walking, Hunting, and Fiſhing, could 
furniſh ; and ſhe buſied her ſelf in all that could 
divert her; ſhe ſpent her time, for ſome days, 
in making a Bracelet of her Hair, and when ſhe 
had finiſhed it, ſhefaſteneU it about her Arm with 
that eagerneſs which people have for a thing they 
have finiſhed: The ſame day that ſhe put it on, 
ſhe let ir fall by chance in the, Wood S Gonſalus 
ſeeing her go our, went to follow her, and going 
along, he found this, Bracelet, which he eaſily 
knew again : He was extream glad to have found 
it, and his gladneſs had been more compleat, if 
" he hadreceived it from the hands of Zayde; but 
as he had no hopes of it, he thought himſelf hap- 
py to owe it to Fortune, . - Zayde having milled it, 
was coming back to look for it in the places ſhe 
had paſſed; ſhe made ligns to Don Gonſalvo, what 
ſhe had loſt, and ſeemed to be much afflicted at 
it: Though he was in pain to cauſe her diſquiet, 
| he could not reſolve to part with a thing that was 
ſo precious to him; he made as if he looked for 
it too, and at laſt obliged her to leave off her un- 
neceſlary ſearch. As ſoon as he was gotten into 
his Chamber, he kiſſed this Bracelet a thouſand 
times, and faſtencd to it a Buckle of Diamonds 
of great value: Sometimes he went out to walk 
before Zayde was up, and when he found himſelf 
in 
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in a place where he believed no Body could ſee 
him, he would unty this Bracelet, the better to 
conlider it. | 

One Morning, as he was thus buſte, ſitting up- 
on a Beach that ſomewhat advanced into the Se 
he heard ſome body behind him ; he turn'd about 
on- a fudden , and was ſurpriſed to ſee it was 
Zayde : All he could do was to hide the Bracelet, 
but not ſo cleverly, but that Zayde perceived he 
had hid fomething ; he fancied fhe ſaw what he 
had did, he obſerved ſo much coldneſs and diſ- 
content in her looks, that he did no longer doubr, 
but that ſhe was angry with him for not reſtoring 
her Bracelet; he durſt not look upon her, fear- 
iog leſt he ſhould ſee her make ſigns to reſtore it 
to her again, which he could nor reſolve to do: 

She ſeemed fad and out of order, and without 

looking towards Gonſalvo, ſhe ſet her down, and 

turned her face towards the Sea ; the Wind blew 
away a Vail ſhe had in her hand, unknown to 
her; Gonſalvo roſe to take it up, but in riſing, 
he let fall the: Bracelet, which he could not tye 
again for fear of diſcovering it. Zayde turned 
her head at the noiſe Gonſ/alvo made , ſhe ſaw her 
Bracelet, and picked it up before Gonſalves could 
turn that way; but he was infinitely troubled 
when he ſaw It in her hand, both for his concern 
of loſing it,. and for fear of her anger z neverthe- 
leſs he took courage, ſeeing no more anger nor 
diſcontent in her Countenance, he rather fancied 
he ſaw ſomething of ſweet ang pleaſant : He was 
no leſs moved by the hope he conceived from 

Zayde*s Countenance, than he was a moment be- 

fore, by his fear of having diſpleaſed her. She 

conſidered, with attention, the luſtre of the Dia- 
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mond Buckles that were faſtened to the Bracelet ; 
and after looking upon it a while, ſhe undid it, 
and gave it to Gonſalvo, and put the Bracelet in- 
to her Pocket. When Gonſalvo faw that Zayde 
returned him only his Buckles, he turned himſelf 
towards the Sea, and threw them in with a care- 
teſs and melancholy air, as if he had let them fall 
in by chance. Zayde cryed out, and advanced 
her Body, to ſee if there were no poſlibility of 
retrieving them, but hetold her it was in vain to 
look after them 4 and becauſe ſhe ſhould make no 
longer refleftion upon what he had done, -he of- 
fered her his hand, to lead her further from that 
place: They walked without ſaying any thing to 
one another, inſenſibly towards Alphonſo*s Houſe, 
both of them ſo full of thoughts, that they ſeem- 
ed to deſire to ſeparate. | 

As ſoon-as Gonſalvo had: conducted her to her 
Chamber, he left her to think of his Adventure. 
'Fhongh Zayde did not ſeem to him as Angry as 
he had apprehended, he believed that the joy of 
finding her Bracelet had baniſhed her diſcon- 
tent ; ſo that his diſpleaſure was nothing leſs, 
though he had a great mind to have the Bracelet ; 
yet the fear of diſpleaſing Zayde kept him from 
asking it, and left him oppreſled with that kind 
of gricf, which Loye without hope, gives; all 
his Conſolation was to declare his Grievances to 
Alphonſo, and to blame himſelf for his weakneſs 
in being in love with Zayde, 

You are unjuſt (ig your Accuſations) againſt 
your ſclf, Alphonſo would ſay ſometimes to him. 
It is not eaſe to defend ones ſelf in the middle of 
a Deſert, againſt the force of ſach a charming 
. Beauty as Zaygde : It is all you could be able to da 
in 


in a great Court , where other Beauties might 
make a diverſion, or where Ambition, at leaſt, 
would claim a ſhare in your heart: But did any 
Man ever love without hope ? Said Gonſalve, And 
how can I hope to be Beloved, ſince I cannot ſo 
much as fay I Loye? How ſhalll be able to per- 
ſwade.it, ſince I cannot utter it ? which of my 
ations ſhall be convincing enough, to induce 
Zayae to believe 1 love her, in a place where I 
ſee none but her ſelf , and where I cannot make 
her ſenſible I prefer her before all others? How 
ſhall I baniſh out of her mind what ſhe loves ? by 
no other means but by her good liking of my 
Perſon: But my Misfortune has contrived it ſo, 
that the ſight of my Face preſerves in her the me- 
mory of her Lover. Ah my dear Alphonſo, flat- 
ter me not; nothing but meer folly could make 
me in love with Zayde ; and ſo much in love, as 
to make me eyen forget that I was once before in 
love,and was abuſed in it. I am of opinion (reply- 
ed Alphonſo) that you were never in love before 
now, ſince you knew not what Jealouſie was, but 
ſince you loved her. I had no cauſe of being Jea- 
lous of Nygna Bella, anſwered Gonſalve, ſo well 
ſhe knew Yow to deceive me. When a Man is ſe- 
rioully in love, ſaid Alphonſo, he is Jealous with- 
out cauſe ; you ſee it by experience in your ſelf : 
make but a little refleftion upon the diſquiet 
that Zayde*s tears does create you, and mark 
how Jealouſie has put it into your head, that ſhe 
laments the loſs of a Loyer, and not that of a 
Brother. I am but over-perſwaded, (replyed 
Gonſelvo) that I love Zayde much more than ever 
Idid Nugna Bella; the Ambition of this laſt, and 
her Application to the Princes Intereſt , —_ 
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abated of my love, All that I find in Zayde, op- 
poſite to my Love, for Example to believe, that 
ſhe loves another, and neither to know her 


heart nor her thoughts, cannot leſfen my Paſſion 


for her. But Alphonſo, am not I a Madman to 
love Zayde much more than ever I did Nugna 
Bela; the ſucceſs of the love I bore Nugna Bella, 
was, mult confeſs, too cruel ; yet every Man 
that is in love, may have the like : There was 
no folly in loving her; I knew her, and ſhe was 
in love with no body elſe; I was acceptable to 
her, 1 might have Married her. But Zayde, Al- 
phonſo. But Zayde, Who is ſhe ? What can I 
pretend in her? Does not every circumſtance 
elſe, but her incomparable Beauty, condemn me 
of madneſs? . 

Gonſalvo did often entertain Alphonſo with 
ſuch like diſcourſes: In the mean time his Love 
increaſed daily ; he could not refrain letting his 
Eyes ſpeak after ſuch a charming manner, that 
he believed he ſaw by thoſe of Zayde, that their 
Language was underſtood ; he found her ſome- 
times in a kind of ſarpriſethat confirmed him in 
this belief: She could not make _ to be 
underſtood by her words, it was generMly by her 
looks that ſhe made Gonſalvo comprehend part of 
what ſhe would ſay ; but there was fomething ſo 
paſſionate and ſo charming in her looks, that 
Gonſalvo was all inflamed by them. Fair. Zayde, 
he would fay ſometimes, If thus you look upon 
thoſe you do not Love, What do yon reſerye for 
that happy Lover, of whom, 1 am ſo unhappy as 
to put you in mind ? If he had not been poſle(- 
fed with theſe thoughts, he would not believe 
himſelf fo unfortunate, nor would the _—_ 
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of Zayde perſwade him that he was indifferent 
to her. 

One day, having left her for a while, he went 
to walk upon the Beach, and came back again to 
a Fountain that was in a pleaſant part of the 
Wood, where ſhe uſed to go very often: As he 
came near it, he heard ſome noiſe, and he ſaw, 
through the Boughs, Zayde ſitting by Felime ; the 
ſurpriſe , occaſioned by this rencounter, gave 
Gonſalvo as much joy, as if Fortune had brought 
him again to the. ſight of Zayde, after a whole 
years abſence: He approaches to the place where 
theyaie, and although he made a noiſe in walk- 
ing, they talked with ſo much attention , that 
they did not hear him, When he was come be- 
fore her, ſhe ſeemed no leſs concerned than a per- 
ſon that had ſpoken aloud in a place where ſhe 
was afraid to be over- heard, and forgotten that 
Gonſalvo could not underſtand her : "The agita- 
tion this ſurpriſe had put her in, had in ſome 
meaſure added to the luſtre of her Beauty : Gon- 
ſalvo having ſeated himſelf near her (being no 
longer able to contain himſelf) threw himſelf 
of a ſuddain at her feet, and ſpoke to her of his 
Love, in fo paſſionate a manner, that ſhe might 
eaſily know what he ſaid without underſtanding 
his Language ; and it was clearly ſeen by Gonſal- 
vo, that ſhe underitood him well enough ; ſhe 
Bluſhed, and having made a ſign with her hand, 
as if ſhe would puſh him away, ſhe roſe with a 
cold kind of Civility , as if ſhe would have him 
tiſe from a place where he might be incommoded. 
Alphonſo happened to walk by in that very in- 
ſtant ; and ſhe went towards him , without ſo 
much as looking upon Gonſalve: He remained 

in 
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in that place without being able to riſe fron\ 
thence. | 
Thus, ſaid heto himſelf, am 1 treated, when 
I am not looked on as the Picture of my Rival ; 
but you turn your Eyes towards me, fair Zayde, 
after ſuch a mannet as would charm and enflame 
the whote World, when my Countenance puts 
you in mind of his. But if 1 do but preſume to 
let you fee that | love you, you will not deign to 
caſt away ſo much as an angry look upon me; 
for you think me unworthy of the leaſt glance of 
your Eye. If I could but make you ſenſible, that 
I know you bewail a Lover, I ſhould think my 
ſelf happy, and I confeſs my Jealouſie would be 
ſufficiently revenged by the diſpleaſure you ſhould 
have to hear it. Is it not for this, that I ſeem 
to you to be perſwaded that you love ſomething, 
that I may have the ſatisfaCtion to be aſſured by 
your ſelf, that you love nothing. Ah Zayde, 
my Revenge is concern®d, and had rather give 
you opportunity to ſatisfie my Curioſity, than in 
the leaſt give cauſe of offence. & 
Being taken up with theſe thoughts, he ſteers - 
* his courſe towards the Houſe, to leave the place 
where Zayde was, and that he might be alone in - 
a Gallery, where he uſed to walk, He thokghr 
along time upon the means how to make Zayde 
underſtand, that he ſuſpeed ſhe was in love with 
ſome body elſe; but it was not eaſie to find a 
way, nor could it be well brought about, with- 
out the help of ſpeech. After he had wearied 
himſelf with thinking and walking, he was going 
out of the Gaftery, when a Painter, whom Al- 
phonſo employed to draw ſome PiCtures, earneſtly - 


begged of him to view his work ; Gonſalvo would 
have 
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have been glad to be excuſed ; but being unwil- 
ling to anger the Painter, he ſtood ſtill to look 
vpon what he was drawing. It was a large piece, 
wherein Alphonſo gave him order to paint the Sea, 
as it appeared from his Windows, and to make 
it the more pleaſant , he repreſented therein, a 
Tempeſt ; there appeared of one fide, Shi 
foundring in the midſt of the Sea; end on the 
other ſide, Ships daſhed againſt the Rocks : Men 
were ſeen, endeayouring to ſave their Lives by 
Swimming ; others already drowned, whoſe Bo- 
dies were caſt upon the Shore. This Tempeſt 
put Gonſalvo in mind of Zayde*s Ship-wrack, and 
made him bethink him of a way to let her under- 
ſtand what he thought of her Affliftion : He rold 
the Painter, he muſt add ſome more Figures to 
thoſe that he had already-drawn; that he mult in 
the firſt place, draw upon one of thoſe Rocks (in 
the PictureF a young fair Lady, with her Body 
bending forward,over the Body of a Man ſtretch» 
ed aut dead upon the Shore; that he mult paint 
the Lady weeping as ſhe looked upon this dead 
Body ; that there muſt be another Man drawn 
proſtrate at her Feer, endeayouring to perſwade 
her to remove from this dead Body ; that this 
fair Perſon (without turning her Eyes towards 
him that ſpoke to her) puſhed him away from 
her with one hand, and with the other wiped her 
Tears. The Painter undertook to draw Gor/l- 
vo's Fancy,and hegan preſently to deſign it : Gon- 
ſalve was well pleaſed, and prayed him to work 
upon it with all ſpeedz-and {9 went out of the 
Gallery ;, he went to find out Zaydey not bein 
any longer able (ootwithſtanding his late dif- 
pleaſure) to be ſeparated from her : But he was 
G informed, 
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informed, that at her return from walking, ſhe 
was gone to her Chamber; and ſo he could get 
no ſight of her all the reſt of the day, for which, 
he was much Aficted, and apprehended that ſhe 
had deprived him of her ſight on purpoſe to pu- 
niſh him, for preſuming to make her underſtand 
what he had done. The next day ſhe ſeemed to 
him more ſerious than ſhe uſed to be; but the 
following days, he found her as ſhe was 2ccu- 
ſtomed to he. 

ln the mean time the Painter went on to finiſh 
Gonſaluo*s defign, which he with impatience ex- 
pected: As ſoan as it was made an end on, he 
led Zayde into the Gallery, as it were to divert 
her, by ſhewing her the Painter at work ; he at 
firſt ſkewed her all the places which were already 
finiſhed; after, he made her conſider, with more 
attention, that Sea-piece, upon which the Pain- 
ter was Jet at work; he made her look upon that 
young Lady that lamented the dead Man and 
when he ſaw that her Eyes were fixed upon it, and 
that ſhe ſeemed to know that Rock, whereon 
ſhe uſed to ſit ſo often ; he took the PeaciFout of 
the Painter*s hand, and writ the name of Zayae 
over the young Lady, and that of Theodorick over 
the young Man that was upon his Knees. Zayade, 
at the reading of what he writ, Bluſked ; and 
having looked upon him with Eyes full of anger, 
thetooka Pencil, and quite blotred out that dead 
Man's Figure , whom ſhe thought Gen/alve be- 
lieved to he the ſubjeC of her Tears. Though 
he were ſenſible of the offence he had given, Zayac, 
yet he was over-joyed to ſee her blot Qut the 
Man he chooght ſo much beloved. Although 
this 2Ction of Zayde's might be judged T = 
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effe(t of her diſdain, than a proof that ſhe lamen- 
ted no body; yet he found, that after the Love 
he had profeſſed for her, ſhe did him the favour 
not.to-let him believe that ſhe loved any other ; 
but the ſmall hope this belief gave him, could 
not deſtroy ſo many cauſes of fear which he be- 
lieyed he had reafon to have. 

Alphonſo, that was no way prepoſſeſſed with 
any Paſſion, made very different refleftions upon 
the ations of this fair Stranger, trom what Gon- 
ſalve*s were | i find (ſaid he) that you haveno 
reaſon to believe your ielf unhappy ; you are, 
without doubt, Wretched , to nave placed your 
affetion upon a Perſon, which in all likelihood 
you cannot Marry , but not in the manner you 
fancy your ſelf to be; and all appearances are 
deceitful, if you be not truly beloved of Zayde : 
It is true (replyed Gon/alvo) that if | ſhonld judge 
of her thoughts by her looks, I might flatter my 
ſelf with ſome hope: But as | have told you, ſhe 
never. look n me, but for that reſemblance, 
which creates me ſo much Jealoufie. I know 
not, Anſwered Alphonſo, whether all that you 
think, be true or no; but if I were in the place 
of him, you think ſhe laments, I ſhould not 'be 
very well ſatisfied , that my reſemblance ſhoyld, - 
make her look ſo kindly upon any Man elſe, and 
it-is impoſſible , .that the Idea of another Man 
ſhould produce- thoſe ſentiments which Zayde has 
for you: It is very natural for, Lovers to hope, 
ifany of Zayde*s aCtions did already make him 
conceive any, Alphonſo's diſcourſe confirm?d him 
init; he begun to think that Zayde did-not hate 
him, for which, he was extream glad ; but. chis 
gladneſs was of no long continuance, for he ima- 
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gin*d, if ſhe were a little inclined towards him, 
he ow'd ic all to his Rivals; he fancied, that ha- 
ving already loſt the Man ſhe loved moſt, ſhe had 
a favoarable- diſpoſition towards another that 
might be like him: His Love, his Jealouſie, and 
his Glory, coald not be ſatisfied with an Incline» 
tion which he did not ficſt create, but it pro- 
ceeded only from that the formerly had for ano- 
ther: He believed, that although Zayde ſhould 
love him, ſhe would only love his Rival in him: 
In fine, he ſaw he ſhould be wretched, though he 
ſhould be ſure to be beloved: Notwithſtanding, 
he could not ayoid being well pleaſed, to fee. in 
this fair Strangers manner of proceedings, an 
ayre very different from that ſhe had at firſt ; and 
his Paſſion for her was ſo ſtrong , that let the 
marks of her Inclination proceed from what cau- 
ſes ſoever, he could not chuſe but receive them 
with great tranſports. 

One day, it being very fair weather, ſeeing ſhe 
came not out of her Chamber , he went in to 
know if ſhe would walk ; She was writing ; and 
though he made a noiſe as he entred the Cham- 
ber, yet he came near her withont being percei- 
yed by her, and ſtood looking upon her as ſhe 
writ; ſhe turned her head by chance, and ſeeing 
Gonſalvo , | ſhe Bluſhed, and hid what ſhe had 
writ, with ſo much haſt, that it cauſed no ſmall 
trouble in Gorſalvo; for he believed ſhe could 
not have ſo mach application, and be ſo much 
ſurpriſed for a Letter which had not ſomething of 
myſtery in it : This thought put him upon the 
wrack ; | he retires, and goes to find out Alphonſo, 
to reaſon with him an adventure which gave him 
imaginations very different from thoſe he hither- 
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to had: Having fought him a great while in vain, 
of a ſuddain, an-impulſe of Jea/buſie made him 
return to Zayde*s Chamber ; he enters, but found 
her not there ; ſhe was gone into a Cloſet where 
Felime uſed to fit : Gonſalve ſaw a piece of writ- 
ten paper half folded, upon the Table, he could 
not refrain taking it up; and opening it, he 
made no queſtion, but that it was the ſame Paper 
he had ſeen Zayde write a little before z he found 
in it the Bracelet of Hair which ſhe had formerly 
taken from him ; ſhe enters as he held the Paper 
and Bracelets ſhe advances towards him, as if 
ſhe meant to take them from him : Gorſalvo re- 
tires a ſtep or two back, as it were, to view 
them; but with a ſubmiſſive ation, that ſeemed 
to beg her permiſſion : Zayde made ſigns that 
ſhe would have them, but with an ayre fo full of 
authority, that it was impoſſible for a Man (as 
much in Love as he) not to obey; he returned 
them into the hands of Zayde, but with the great- 
eſt regret imaginable, becauſe he believed them 
deſigned for another : He was not able to com- 
mand his Paſſion-«he goes abruptly out vf her 
Room to his own, * e he found Alphonſo, who 
came to him, having been-toM that he had been 
looking for him. So ſoon as they were ſeated ; 
I am far more unhappy, my dear Alphonſo (ſayes 
he) than I thought ; that Rival, of whom I was 
ſo Jealous, as dead as I believed him, certainly is 
not dead ; juſt now I found Zayde writing to 
him, and fending him that Bracelet which ſhe 
took from me; ſhe muſt needs have heard from 
him, There is certainly ſome-body hid here, 
that muſt carry her Letters to him. In fine, all 
thoſe hopes of felicity, which 1 ha&, are but ima- 
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ginary ,.. and 'proceed only from  explicating 
Zayde's ations wrong. She had reaſon toi blbt 
ont that dead Man, for whom Þ oidde her conceive 
that ſhe grieved : She knew too well ; that he 
(for whom ſhe wept) was not dead; ſhe was in 
theright, tobe angry to ſee that Bracelet in my 
hands,and to be over- joy'd when ſhe got it again, 
ſince ſhe had made ir for another. | Ah Zayde ! 
It is cruelty to-let. me conceive any hope; far 
you have given me leave to hope, and your fair 
Eyes did no way forbid it me. - Gon/alvo*s gricf 
was ſo great, that he could-hardly end theſe 
words, When Alphonſo had given him time to 
recolleft himfelf, be pray*d him to tell him how 
he came* to: know all this; and whether Zayde 
had in a moment found out ways to make her ſelf 
to be underſtood. Gonſalve told him what be had 
ſeen, how Zayde was diſcompoſed when he had 
catched her Writing ; how he found the Bracelet 
in the ſame Letter ſhe bad been writing, and how 
ſhe cook it from/him; In fine, Alphonſo, added 
he, none can be ſo concerned for an indifferent 
Letter: Zayde has no Commerce nor affajr here, 
ſhe can write of nothing with ſo much attention, 
but what paſſes in her own heart, nor was it to 
me that ſhe was writing; and now what would 
you have. me think of what I ſaw? 1 would not 
(ſaid Alphonſo) have you think things ſo unlikely, 
which cauſes your ſo much diſquiet : Becauſe 
Zayde bluſhed when you ſurpriſed her a writiog, 
you believe ſhe writ to your Rival: For my part 
believe ſhe loves you well enough,to bluſh every 
time ſhe is ſurpriſed with ſeeing you near her; 
perhaps ſhe writ what you ſaw, only to divert 


her ſelf; ſhe would not let you haye it, becauſe 
| it 


it would avail you nothing, ſince you cannot un- 
derſtand it; and I declare, I atn not at all ſur- 
priſed that ſhe took her Bracelet from you ; for 
though I am perſwaded ſhe loves you, I do be- 
lieve her too diſcreet, to give a Bracelet of her 
Hair to a Man that is a mear ſtranger to her. 

Nor can I comprehend what grounds you can 
have to believe that ſhe intends to ſend them to 
another; we haye ſcarce been from her ſince her 
_— hither , no body has ſpoke to her, and 
even thoſe that might ſpeak to her, underſtand 
her not ; how then would you have it, that ſhe 
has heard from that Lover which creates you ſo 
much Jealouſie, or ſend to him ? 1 confeſs to you, 
ſaid Gonſalvo, that Ido torment my ſelf more 
than I need, but the incertainty wherein I am is 
inſupportable to me; the incertainties of others 
are but ſmall, they believe themſelves more or 
leſs beloved, and 1 paſs from the hope of being 
beloved of Zayde, to the belief that ſhe loves ano- 
ther; nor am I ſure one moment, whether what 
I perceive by her, ought to make me happy or 
wretched: Alphonſo (aid he) you take a plea- 
ſure in deceiving me; ſay what you will, ſhe 
could write to no body but a Loyer, and I ſhould 
thick my ſelf happy, if (after what I have ſeen) 
I had that uncertainty, of which I complain, as 
of the greateſt of all evils. Alphonſo gave him ſo 
many reaſons, that his diſquiet was il|-grounded, 
that at laſt he brought him in ſome meaſure to 
himſelf; and Zayde, whom they found walking, 
fully confirmed him: She ſaw him at a diſtance, 
and came towards them with ſo much ſweetneſs, 
and with ſuch obliging looks for Gonſalvo, that 
ſhe diſſipated a part of thoſe troubles which ſhe a 
G 4 little 
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little before gave him. -The time which he ſet to 
This fair Stranger for her departure, which was 
the ſame that the great Veſſels uſed to part from 
Tarragona for Africk,, began to approach, which 
gave him mortal affliftions; he could not reſolve 
to be inſtrumental in depriving himſelf of Zayde; 
and though he ſaw it a great injuſtice to detain 
her, he had need of all his reaſon and his vertue 
to keep bim from it: How (ſaid he) to Al- 
phonſo, ſhall I for ever deprive my ſelf of Zayae ? 
this will be a farewel without hopes of return 
ing : I ſhall never know in what part of the Earth 
eo find her; ſhe is reſolved to go into Africh, 
but ſhe is no African, and I know not in whar 
part of the World ſhe was born. 

[ will follow her, 4lphonſo (continued he) ; 
though in following her, 1 do not hope for the 
happineſs of ſeeing her any more. Though [ 
know, that neither her Vertue nor the Laws of 
Africa wil permit me to live with her, yet | am 
reſolved to goto end my fad days jn the places of 
her abode; it will he at leaſt ſome comfort to me 
to breath the ſame ayre ſhe does; happen what 
will, I am wretched, I have no certain Country, 
Chance ſtaid me in this place, and Love will oþ- 
lige me to leave it. Gonſalvo (till confirmed him- 
felf in this reſolution, notwithſtanding all the 
pains Alphonſo took to diflwade him from it ; he 
was more perplexed than ever, for not being a- 
ble to underſtand Zayde, nor be underſtood by 
her: He reflefted upon the Letter he ſaw ber 
writing, and he fancied it was written in Greek 
Characters, though he was not very certain of 
it: Thedeſire he had to be fatished, made him 
think of going to Tarragon to find out ſopehdey 

that 
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that might underſtand the Greek Tongue ; he 
had already ſent ſeveral times to find Straogers 
that might be his Interpreters , but as he was ig- 
norant what Language Zayde ſpoke, it was not 
eaſie to know of what Nation he deſired to have z 
therefore the Journeys of all thoſe he had ſent, 
proving ineffectual, he reſolves to go himſelf; 
and yet it was not eaſie for him to take this reſo- 
lution, for he muſt have expoſed himſelf in a 
great Town , to the hazard of being known ; 
and what was more irkſome, he muſt leave 
Zayde ; but the deſire he had to be able to explain 
himſelf to her, made him paſs over all difficul- 
ties; He indeavoured to make her underſtand, 
that he was going to fetch an Interpreter, and fo 
parted for Tarragon. He diſguiſed himſelf as 
well as he could, he went into thoſe places which 
Strangers frequented; he found a great many, 
but their Language was different from that which 
Zayde ſpoke: Art laſt he inquired if there were 
none that underſtood the Greek Tongue; he that 
he ſpoke to, anſwered him in Spariſh , that he 
was of one of the Iſles of Greece, Gonſalvo pray'd 
him to ſpeak his Langurge, ke did, and Gonſalves 
knew that was Zayde*s Language : By good for- 
tune this Stranger had no greatsbuſineſs to ſtay 
him at Tarragon, he very willingly followed Gon- 
ſalve, who gave him a greater reward than he 
durſt ask or hope for. They began their Journey 
the next day very carly, and Gon/alvo thought 
himſelf more happy in his Interpreter, than if he 
had the Crown of Leon upon his Head. 

As they went along, he begun to learn the 
Greek ; the firſt thing he learnt, was, / love you : 
When 
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When he thought that he could fay it to Zayde, 
and that ſhe ſhould underſtand him, he believed 
he could be no longer unhappy ; he arrived be- 
times at Alphonſe*s Houſe, be found him walking, 
he made him partaker of his joy, and asked him 
where Zayde was ; Alphonſo told him, that ſhe 
had been gone out a good while to walk towards 
the Sea-fide : He haſtens thither with his Inter- 
preter, he went ſtraight ro the Beach , where 
ſhe uſed to be ; he was ſurpriſed not to find her 
there, but he ſaſpeCted nothing ; he walked after 
her as far as the Port, whither ſhe was ſometimes 
uſed to go ; hecame back to the Houſe ; he went 
into the Wood, but all in vain; he ſent to all 
the places where he thought ſhe might be; but 
when ſhe could not be found, he began to have 
ſome fore-thoughts of bis Misfortune : Night 
came on without any tidings of her, he was in 
deſpair to have loſt her, he was afraid ſome il] ac- 
cident had befallen her , be blamed himſelf to 
have left her; 'in a word, there was no griet 
comparable to his ; he was all the Night with 
Flambeaus up and down the Fields, and even 
when he was out of hopes to find her, he would 
- Not give over looking for her ;, he had been al- 
ready ſeveral times at the Fiſher-meris Hutts, to 
know if none of them had ſeen her, but could 
learn'no news of her. About break of day; two 
Women that were coming from a place where 
they lay all Night, told him, that as they came 
out of their Cabbins, they ſaw Zayde and Felime 
walking by the Sea-ſide , that the mean while a 
Shallop had put into the Shore , that ſome Men 
Landed out of the Shallop ; that Zayde and Felime 
went 
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went back at the ſight of theſe Men; but being 
called by theſe Men , they came back to them, 
and that afcer having talked together a great 
while, and ſhewed by tbeir geſtures that they 
were glad to ſee them, they weat all into the 
Shallop together, 'and put to Sea. 

At this relation, Gonſalvo looked upon Alphonſo 
with an ayre that expreſſed his grief far better 
than he could do with all his Eloquence. At- 
phonſo knew nat what to ſay to him that might 
moderate his ſorrow ; :when all thoſe that atten- 
ded upon them were withdrawn, Gonſalvo broke 
filence, 1 loſe Zayade, ſaid he, and I loſt her in 
the very inſtant that I was able to make my ſelf 
to be underſtood by her ! 1 loſe her, Alphonſo,and 
it is her Lover that takes her from me, as may 
eaſily be conjectured by what theſe Women ſay ; 
cruel Fortune, thou would?lt not let me be igno- 
rant of the only thing that could increaſe my 
ſorrow for loſing Zayde/ I have loſt her then 
for ever; ſhe is now in the Arms of a Rival ſhe 
loves: It was to him, without queſtion, ſhe was 
writing that Letter which Iſ{urpriſed ; and it was 
to inform him of the place where he ſhould find 
her. It is too much, cryed he of a ſuddain , it 
istoo much, my Afictions are great enough to 
make thouſands wretched at once, [ confeſs I am 
too weak to bear them all ; and after having for- 
ſaken all things, I cannot endure to be more tor- 
mented in the mid*ſ{tof a Deſart, than I have been 
in the mid?lt of a flouriſhing Court : Iris ſo, Al- 
phanſo, added he, the only loſs of Zayde, bas 

red down a thouſand Misfortunes upon me, 
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poſſible that 1 muft never more hope to ſee 
Zayde ? If I knew, at leaſt, whether I was ac- 
ceptable, or whether I was indifferent to her, my 
miſery would not be fo inſupportable to me, and 
I ſhould know to what kind of Melancholy I 
ſhould abandon my ſelf. If 1 was pleaſing to 
Zayde , how can I think of forgetting her ? 
ought not I to ſpend my days in running over all 
the parts of the Earth until | find her; but if ſhe 
Joves another, ought not I to uſe all my endeg- 
vours to forget her for ever ? Alphonſo, take pity 
of me, endeayour to make me believe, that Zayde 
loved me, or perſwade me, that I am indifferent 
to her: How, ſaid he, ſhould 1 be beloved of 
Zayax, and not endeavour to ſee her for ever- 
more, that Misfortune would be greater than be- 
ing hated by her : But, no, I cannot be unhappy 
if Zayde loved me, Alas! I ſhould have found 
that out in that very moment in which I loſt her; 
what-ever precaution ſhe had taken, I ſhould 
have dived into her thoughts, 1 ſhould haye 
known the cauſe of her Tears, her Conntry, her 
Fortune, her Adventures, and -I ſhould know 
now, whether | ought to follow her or no, and 
where to find her. 

Alphonſo knew not what to anſwer to Gonſalvo, 
ſo hard it was to reſolve what to ſay that might 
calm the violence of his ſorrow : Art laſt, having 
repreſented to him , that he was not in a condi- 
tion to determine any thing at that inſtant, and 
that he muſt make uſe of his reaſon to ſupport 
his Misfortunes, he obliged him to go along with 
him home. So ſoon as Gonſalvo was in his Cham- 
ber, he cauſed. his Interpreter to be called to ex- 
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und ſome words that be remembred to have 
heard Zayde ſpeak ; the Interpreter told him the 
meaning of mary words, and among others, thoſe 
which Zayde uſed to ſpeak to Felime when ſhe 
looked upan him; he 1nterpreted them ſo, as 
Gonſalvo was ſure that he was not miſtaken ; when 
he believed ſhe ſpoke of a reſemblance, and he no 
longer doubted but that it was the Lover of Zayde 
whom he reſembled. Upon this he ſends for thoſe 
Women that had ſeen Zayde go amay, to know 
of them, if among thoſe Men that carried her a- 
way, they had not obſerved any that was like 
kim; there was no fatisfying his Curioſity, for 
theſe Women were at too great a diſtance from 
them to mark any ſuch reſemblance; they told 
him only there was one whom Zayde embraced. 
Gonſalvo was ftruck to the heart at theſe words, 
in ſo much, that he was upon the point of preci- 
pitating himſelf into the deſign of following 
Zayde, to kill her Lover before her Face. Al- 
phonſogold him, that his deſign was as unjuſt, and 
& wasgmpoſlible, that he had no juriſdiction o- 
ver __ , that ſhe was engaged to this Lover 
before ſhe had ſeen him ; that he might be per- 
haps ber Husdand; that he knew not in what 
part of the World to look for her ; that if by 
chance he ſhould find her, it was likely it muſt be 
in ſome Country where this Lover would hare. 
power enough to hinder him from executing the 
enterpriſe which his rage prompted him to. 
What would you baye me do then, replyed Gon- 
ſalve ? Can you imagine'it is poſlible for me to. 
continue in the ſtate I amin? I could wiſh you 
would bear this Misfortune which regards only 
. your 
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your Paſſion, as you have already.ſupported that 
which concerned your Love and your Fortune : [ 
have ſuffered too much already, Anſwer?®d Gon. 
fatvo, to be able to ſuffer any more ;, I will goin 
queſt of Zayde, to ſee her, to know from her own 
Month, that ſhe is in love with another, and todie 
at her Feet; and yet | will not, for I ſhould de. 
ferve alt my Misfortunes, if I went to look after 
Zayde, atter having left. me as ſhe did ;, the re- 
fpects and ſubmiſſions I had for her, might have 
mgaged heratleaſtto ſend me word ſhe was going 
to leave me, ſhe was bound in gratitude to have 
done it; and ſince ſhe did not do it, I muſt con- 
clude, that ſhe adds contempt to her indifference 
for-me'; I have flattered my felf too much, when 
I fancied that ſhe did not hate me ; I muſt nevyer 
think of following or looking after her; no 
Zayde, | will not follow you. Alphonſo, I ſab- 
mir to your reafons; I ſee I muſt pretend to no- 
thing elſe, but to end as foon as I can the re: 
mainder of a wretched Life. , 

Gonſalvo ſeemed fixed in this reſolution, and 
his mind was more calm ; he was nevertheleſs in 
ſach'a deep Melancholy , as would draw pity 
from all that faw.him ; he would fpend whole 
dayes in the. places'where Zayde uied to be, and 
ſeemed to look for her there ſtill : He kept his 
Interpreter with him to learn the Greek Tongue; 
and though he was perſwaded he fhonld never 
more ſee Zayde, yet he took delight in affuring 
himſelf, that if ever it ſhould be his fortune.to 
ſee her, he ſhou!d be able to underſtand her; 
helearnt in few days what others are many years 
a learning ; but when he had no longer this oc 
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cupation, which ſeemed to haye ſome relation 
to Zayde, be fell into a deeper Melancholy than 
ever. 

He made frequent reflexions upon the ſeverity 
of his deſtiny, which after having over-whelmed 
him at Leox with ſo many Misfortunes, made 
him now ſenſible of one far greater than all the- 
reſt, in depriving him of the only Perſon of the 
World, which alone was dearer to him than the 
Fortune, the Friend, and the Miſtreſs which he 
had loſt. In making this ſad difference betwixt 
his preſent and his paſt unhappineſſes , he re- 
membred him of a Promiſe he made to Doxz Ol-. 
mond to write to him, and whatever difficulty he 
found , to think of any thing but Zayde, he 
judged he owed this mark of acknowledgment 
to a Man that had ſhewed him ſo much Friend- 
ſhip; he would not let him know preſently the 
place where he was, he only deſired him to write 
to him to Tarrag 0, that his abode was not far 
from thence, that he found himſelf yoid of all 
Ambition, that he bore no Anger againſt Dor 
Garcias, nor hatred for Don Ramires, nor love 
for Nugna Fella, and yet he was more unfortu- 
nate thn when he parted from Leon. 

Alphonſo was very ſenſible of Gonſalvo's condi- 
tion, he ſeltom parted from him, and endea- 
your'd all that he could to alleviate his Afflicti- 
on. You have loſt Zayde, {aid he to him one 
day, but you were no way acceſſary to her loſs; 
and as vnbappy as you are, there is one kind of - 
unhappineſs which your Deſtiny has kept you a 
Stranger to, to be the occaficn of your own 
wretchedneſs, is that evil which is yet unknown 
£9 
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to-you, and which for eyer ſhall be my puniſh- 
ment. If you can find any Conſolation (conti- 
nued he) to learn by my Example, that you 
might be more unhappy than you are, I am wil. 
ling to inform you of the accidents of my Life, 
whatever grief ſo ſad a Narrative may cauſe me. 
Gonſalvo could not chuſe but ſhew a great carneſt- 
neſs to know the reaſons that had obliged him 
to confine himſelf ro a Deſert : Thereupon Al- 
phonſo, to ſatisfie his Curioſity , and to let him 
underſtand, that he was leſs wretched than 
ag , thus began the Hiſtory of his diſplea- 
ures.

Alphonſo and Bellafrre. 


Y Lord, you know my Name is Alphonſo 
Xymenes, and that my Family is of ſome 

eſteem in Spain, being deſcended of the firſt Kings 
of Navarre; my deſign being only to acquaint 
you with the Hiſtory of my laſt Misfortunes, I 
will not trouble you with-that of my whole Life, 
although there be many- remarkable paſſages in

mera, ſo ordinary to all Mankind, to propagatz 
their Name. I was not utterly averſe to Marri- 
age, but the knowledge 1 had of Women , made 
me reſolve never to Marry a handſome one; and 
havipg been ſo much perplexed by Jealouſie, I 
wes not willing to expoſe my ſelf to the hazard of 
beipg plagued with that of a Lover and a Husband 
together. 1 was in this diſpoſition, when one 
day my Father told me, that Belaſire, the Daugh- 
ter of the Count of Guevarre, was come to Court, 
that ſhe was « conſiderable Match both by Birth 
and Fortune, and he did heartily wiſh to haye her 
for his Danghter-in-Law : 1 told him, his wiſh 
was vain ; that Ihad already heard ſpeak of Bela- 
fire, and that I knew none could eyer pleaſe her 
yet; that | knew likewiſe that ſhe was very hand- 
ſome, and that was enough to take from me all 
inclination to Marry her. He asked me if I had 
ſeen her: 1 anſwered him, that every time ſhe 
had been at Court, it was my Fortune to be in 
the Army, that I knew her only by hear-ſay, 
Very well (replyed my Father) if 1 were as ſure 
that you wou!d be acceptable to her, as I am 
perſwaded that ſhe will make you change your 
reſolution of neyer Marrying a handſome Wo- 
man, I ſhould not doubt of your Marriage. Some 
few days after, I found Belaſire with the Queen ; 
F asked_her name , ſaſpeting it might be ſhe; 
and ſhe asked my name, believing alſo me to be 
Alphonſo; We botly gueſſed what we inquired 
after, and we told one another ſo ; we ſpoke to 
one another with more freedom than we ſhould 
have done, or than-is -ofaal in the firſt Converſa- 
tion + I found the perſon of Bellafire yery charm-+ 
Ng 
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ing, and her Wit far beyond what I thought it. 
1 rold her I was out of Countenance not to be bet- 
ter acquainted with her, and for all that, that 1 
ſhould be glad to know her no more than I did ; 
that I was not ignorant how vain it was to endea- 
your to pleaſe her, and how hard s matter it 
was not to deſire it. I added, that as difficult a 
thing as it was to make her ſenſible, I could not 
reftain from forming the deſign ; if ſhe ceaſed to 
be leſs handfome, but that while ſhe was as I chen 
ſaw her, 1 would never think more of her; nay 
more, I prayed her to aſſure me that it was im- 
zoſſible to pleaſe her, fearing leſt a vain expe- 
tion ſhould make me change the reſo/ntion I 
had taken, never to ingage my ſelf in affeftion 
to any handſome Woman. This Converſation 
that was ſomething extraordinary, pleaſed Bela- 
fire ;, ſhe ſpoke favourably enough of me, and1 
ſpoke of her as of a perſon in whom I found ſo 
much merir, and ſo much agreeableneſs aboye all 
other Women : I made ſtricter inquiry after all 
thoſe that had made their addreſſes to her, with 
more application than ordinary: I learnt that 
the Count of Lare was deſperately in Love with 
her, and that his paſlion to her laſted a long 
time ; that he was kilPd in the Army; that he 
run headlong into dangers when he had boſt all 
hope of Marrying her - I was told moreover, that 
many other perſons had endeayoured to win ber 
favonr, but to no purpoſe; and that all people 
had given her over, becavſe they thought it an 
impoſlidle'rhing to thrive in their purſuit, Itook 
no ſinalf delight in franking of overcoming this 
—_ - and for all that I had no deſign to 
eavour It. But I ſaw Bellaſire as often as I 
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could poſſible; and as the Court of Navar is 
not fo ſtrict as that of Leon, it was not hard 
for me to find occaſions of ſeeing her, and yet 
there was nothing of ſeriouſneſs betwixt her and 
me: I ſpoke to her, laughing at the diſtance that 
we were at, and of the joy I ſhould have, if ſhe 
would change her face and her opinion : 1 imagi- 
ned that my Converſation was not unpleaſant to 
her, and that ſhe was ſatisfied with my Wit, be. 
cauſe ſhe found I knew thedepth of hers: Finding 
ſhe had a Confidence in me, that gave me full Ii- 
berty to ſpeak to her; I prayed her to tell me 
the reaſons why ſhe did ſo obſtinately reject all 
thoſe that made their addreſſes to her, I will tell 
you ſincerely (ſaid ſhe) : I was born with a na- 
rural averſion againſt Marriage, the ties whereof 
have always ſeemed to me- very harſh, and I be. 
lieved that nothing but a paſſion ſtrong enough to 
- blind.me, could make me tread underfoot all 
thoſe reaſons that ſeem to oppoſe that engage- 
ment, You will not Marry for Love (ſaid ſhe) 
and for my part, I cannot comprehend how any 
can reſolve to Marry without Love, and that a 
very violent one ; far from having a paſſion, 1 
never had the leaſt inclination for any Man. So 
that, Alphonſo, if I am not Married, it is be- 
cauſe I neyer loyed any Man well enough to en- 
gageme-toit. How, Madam (Anſwered I) no 
Man eyer pleaſed you? Your heart has never re- 
ceived any impreſſion, it has never been diſcom- 
poſed: at the ſight or mention of thoſe that ado- 
red you? No (ſaid ſhe) I am utterly a Stran- 
ger t0. all the impulſes of Love: How | And of 
Jealouhie too, ſaid I? I, and of Jealoufie too, re- 
' plyed ſhe. Ah, Madam (aid I) if that be, 1 
| am 
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am perſwaded that you never had any inclination 
for any Man. It is true (faid ſhe) that no Man 
ever pleaſed me; no, I never found any Bodies 
humour agreeable, or any way like my own : [ 
know not what effefts the words of Bellaſire 
wrought upon me; I know not whether I was al- 
ready in Love without knowing it : But the Idea 
of a-heart like hers, that never received any im- 
pteſſion, ſeemed ſo wonderful, and ſo new to me, 
that I was in that very inſtant ſtruck with a deſire 
to pleaſe her, to gain the glory of touching a 
heart that all the World believed inſenfible. 1 
was no longer that Man that begun to ſpeak with- 
out deſign : 1 ruminated upon all that ſhe had 
ſaid, and believed, that at the ſame time ſhe told 
me ſhe neyer found Man that could pleaſe her ; 
ſhe excepted me. In fine, I had hope enough to 
compleat my intanglement, and from that mo- 
ment I became more in Loye with Be/laſrre, than 
ever I had been with any before: 1 will not re- 
peat to you how I took the freedom to declare 
my paſlion to her ; I began to ſpeak to her by a 
kind of Rallery, for it was bard to talk ſeriouſly 
to her; and this Rallery gave me occaſion to tell 
her things that I ſhould not have durſt totell of 
a long time, ſo that | was in Love with Bellaſire, 
and was happy enough to touch her heart,though 
not ſo happy as to be able to perſwade her that I 
loyd her : She was naturally difident of all Man- 
kind, though ſhe confidered me far above all 
thoſe that ſhe had ever ſeen, and by conſequence, 
moxe than I deferved, yet ſhe would not give 
credit to my words ; but her manner of proceed- 
ing with me, was different from that of all other 
omen, and I found ſomething ſo noble and fo 
7 fiacere 
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ſincere in her ways, that I was altogether ſurpri- 
ſed at it: It was not long ere ſhe copfeſſed. to 
me the inclination ſhe had for me; ſhe would 
tell me from time to time what progreſs I made 
in her heart ; and as ſhe concealed nothing from 
me that was for my advantage, ſo likewiſe ſhe 
told me what was againſt me; ſhe would ſay,that 
ſhe could not believe that I loved Cordially, and 
that ſhe would never conſentroMarry me until ſhe 
was better ſatisfied of my Loye : I cangot expreſs 
the pleaſure I rook in finding that Lhad made an 
impreſſion upon a hears that never was ſenſible 
of any before ; andto ſee the confuſion ſhe was 
in, to find her ſelf logaged in a paſſion, which 
till theo, was altogether unknown to her: how 
charming it was to me ta know the aſtoniſhment 
Bellaſire was in, being no longer Miltreſs of her 
ſelf, nor. having any more power over her own 
thoughts. I taſted in theſe beginnings delights 
beyond my hope or imagination; and he that has 
not known the delight of waking a perſon vio- 
lently ta Love with bim, that has never been 
ſenſible-of Love, may ſay he never knew the true 
pleaſures of Loye, If I had great tranſports of 

eaſure to find out the inclination Bellaire bad 
or me, I was alfo in terrible anxieties for the 
doubt ſhe was in of my, paſſion for her, and the 
impoſlibility I ſaw of perſwading her to be- 
lieve it, ' 

Whea theſe thoughts diſturbed me, I recald 
to miad the opinion I had of Wedlock, I found [ 
was going to precipitate my ſelf into the misfor- 
tunes which 1 ſo much apprehended : I thought 
I ould have the affliftion of not being capable of 
aſſuring Bellaſire of the paſſion 1 had for wp A 
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that if I did convince her, and that ſhe ſhould be 
truly in Love with me, I ſhould be expoſed to 
the Misfortune of being no more beloyed paſlio- 
nately. I faid to my ſelf, that Wedlock would 
diminiſh the paſſion ſhe had for me, and that ſhe 
would love me no more than as far as duty requi- 
red, and that perhaps ſhe would love ſome body 
elſe : The horrour of being Jealous was fo impe- 
tuous upon me, that notwichſtanding the eſteem 
and paſſion I had for her, I had almoſt reſolyed 
to quit the reſolution I had taken z and I pre- 
ferr*d the Misfortune of living without Bekaſire 
before that of enjoying her without being beloved 
of her. Bellaſire*s thoughts were almoſt as di- 
ſtrated as mine, ſhe concealed nothing from me, 
no more than I did from her ; we debated the 
reaſons we had, not to engage one anothers Af- 
feftions ; we ſeveral times reſolved to break off, 
and: we took leave of one another, with inten- 
tion to execute our reſolutions, but our Adiens 
were ſo tender, and our inclinations fo ſtrong, 
that we were no ſooner out of one anothers ſight, 
but we were contriving how to ſee one another 
again. In fine, after many irreſolutions on bot 
fides, I at laſt overcame all Befafrres doubts, a 
ſhe clear*d all mine ;, ſhe promis*d to conſent to 
our Marriage, as ſoon as our Friends had agreed 
upon all thingsthat were requiſite for the conſum- 
mating thereof : Her Father was ford to leave 
the Court before all things were concluded, for 
the King commanded him away to the Frontiers 
to ſign a Treaty with the Aores, and we were 
ford to wait his coming back: 1 was in the 
mean time the happieſt Man in the World; the 
Love I bore Belle/ire , —— up all my ins, 
4 | 
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and ſhe loved me as paſſionately : I eſteemed her 
beyond all the Women in the World, and 
believed my ſelf upon: the point of poſſeſſing 
her. 
[ enjoyed all the freedom that a Man that was 
ſoorto Marry her could take. One day it was 
my Misfortune to pray her to tell me all that her 
Lovers had done for her: I took delight to ob- 
ſerve the difference betwixt her manner of pro. 
ceeding with them, and that ſhe uſed with me. 
She named me all thoſe that loved her, ſhe told 
me what they had done to pleaſe her ; ſhe ſaid, 
that thoſe that were moſt conſtant in their pur- 
ſuit, were thoſe ſhe leaſt cared for ; and that the 
Count of Lare, who loved her to his Death, was 
never acceptable to her. After what ſhe had told 
me, (I know not for what reaſon). but I had a 
greater curioſity to know what concern'd the 
Count de Lare than all the reſt ; his long perſe- 
verance touch*d my imagination : I pray?d her 
once more to repeat what paſled betwixt them ; 
ſhe did ſo, and though ſhe ſaid nothing that could 
diſpleaſe me, I was ſeized with a Jealouſie; 1 
fonund,that although ſhe had ſhewed'no inclination, 
ſhe had ſhewed a great deal of eſteem for him; a 
ſiſpicion took me in the head, tht ſhe did not 
tell me all the ſentiments ſhe had for him ; 1 would 
not let”her know what I thought, bur retired 
home in a worſe humour than uſed to be; I ſlept 
little, I could not reſt until 1 ſaw her again the 
next day, and made her tell oyer again all ſhe had 
told me the day before; it was not poſlible for 
her to tell me in an inſtant all the circumſtances of 
a Paſſion that had laſted many years ; ſhe told me 
ſome things that ſhe had not thought on _ 
wy | | an 
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and I believed ſhe did it-out of deſign of conceal- 
iog them from me: I asked her a thouſand queſti- 
ons, and I beg'd of her upon my Knees to anſwer 
me with ſincerity ; but when, what ſhe anſwered 
as BY was as I would have it, I thought ſhe ſaid it only 
as to pleaſe me; if ſhe ſaid any thing that was ad- 
er  vantagious for the Count of Zare, 1 thought ſhe 
J- concealed more than ſhe would tell of him: In 
J. fige, Jealouſie, with all the horrours that accom- 
e, W pany it, ſeized upon my underſtanding; I af- 
d forded her no reſt, 1 could no longer ſhew her ei- 
l, ther loye or kindneſs; | could ſpeak of nothing 
- to her, but of the Count of Lare, and yet 1 was 
e out of my Wits for making her remember him, 
$ and recal to mind what he had done for her ſake; 
4 I reſolved never more to ſpeak to her of him, 
I but I always found that I had forgotten to make 
: 
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her explain her ſelf upon ſome circumſtance or 
other, As ſoon as I had begun this diſcourſe, 1 
was as it were in amaze, I could neyer get out 
of it, and my affliction was equally great in ſpeak- 
ing of the Count de Lare, or not ſpeaking of 
him. 

I paſſed whole Nights without ſleep, Bellaſire 
was no more to me the ſame perſon : How, ſaid 
I, what was the charm of my Paſſion? Was it 
not the belief I had that Bellaſre never loy?d any 
thing, nor never had inclication for any body ? 
And yet by what ſhe tells me her ſelf, ſhe had no 
averſion for the Count de Lare, ſhe had too much 
eſteem for him, and ſhe.yſed him with too much 
reſpe&t : 1f ſhe had not been in love with him, ſhe 
would have hated him for the long Perſecutions 
that he and his Friends raiſed againlt her.

I find no ſuch thing, it is juſt 
therefore I recal all the Love I had for you : But, 
ſaid I ro my (elf again, If ſhe had told me truth, 
what 2 notorious injuſtice do I do her ? And how 
much [ plagne my ſelt in robbing my ſelf of all the 
happineſs lenjoyed in her Love. 

While 1 was in theſe thoughts, 1 reſolved to 
ſpeak once more to Belaſire; | believed I ſhould 
rel} her better what grieved' me, and fhould fa- 
tisfe my feif in all doubts more clearly than 
ever: I did what I reſoly*d; I ſpoke to her, but 
it was not for the laft time, and the next dayl 
took up the famediſcourſe with more heat thanl1 
had done the day before: But Belaſire, whothi- 
therto, with a moſt unwearied patience, and won- 
derful ſweetneſs, had endured all my fuſpicions, 
and had endeavoured to clear them, begun to be 
tired with the continuance of a Jealoutic fo vio- 
Jent and fo ill-grounded. 

Alpbonſa (faid ſhe, one day to me) I perceive 
you have got a Capricio in your head that will de- 
ſroy the paſſion you had for me ; but know, at 
the ſame time, that it will inevitably ruine the 
Love I1 had for you. Conſider, I befeech you, 
abont what it is that you torment me and your 
ſelf roo about adead Man, whom you cannot fan- 
cy that LHoy'd ſince ] did not Marry him; for if I 
had had but the leaſt inclination for him, my Pa- 
rents would have Marryed me to him, for there 
was nothing elſe that could hinder it. It is true, 
Madam, that I am Jealons of a dead Man, and 
that is it that breaks my heart : If the Count of 
Lare were yet living,l ſhould judge by your man- 
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ner of uſage to bim , how you did uſe him for- 
merly ; and what you do for me would convince 
methar you did not love him ; I ſhould have the 
pleaſare in Marrying you, to deprive him of the 
hapes you have given him, notwithſtanding all 
you can tell me; bug he is dead, and dyed per- 
haps.in. an opinion , that if he had lived, you 
might have loved him. Ah Madam, 1 cannot but 
be unhappy every time ſhall think that any other 
but my ſelf could fancy that you could loye him, 
But Alphonſo (faid ſhe) if 1 had loy%d, why did 
not I Marry then ? Becauſe (anſwered I) you 
did nat love him enough , and that the averſion 
you had for Marriage, could not be overcome by 
a weak Inclination. I know you love me much 
better than ever you loved the Count of Lare ; 
bur let your love for him have been never ſo little, 
it has deſtroyed all my happineſs, ſinceI am no 
more the only Man that has pleaſed you, nor am 
not the firſt that has made you ſenſible of Love z 
your heart has been filPd with other thoughts than 
thoſe I ſupplied: In a word , Madam, it is no 
more what made me the happieſt Man in the 
World, neither are you to me of that value [ firſt 
ſet upon you. Pray tell me, Alphonſo, how you 
could live at caſe with thoſe you formerly were in 
love with all? I would fain know whether you 
found in them a heart that never before had felt 
any paſſion : I never ſought for any ſuch, Madam, 
Gid I, nor did I eyer hope to find any; I never 
looked upon them as Women that could loye no- 
thing eiſc but me ; I was ſatisfied to believe, that 
they loyed me far beyond all others that they had 
had any Inclination far : But for you, Madam, it 


is gat. the ſame, I always looked upon you as on 
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that was above the reach of Love, and who would 
never have known what it was, had it not been 
for me. I thought my ſelf not only happy, but 
proud to have been able to make ſo extraordinary 
a Conqueſt: For pity ſake leave me not ja the 
RAY in which Iam; if you have cancealed 
any thing from me concerning the Count de Lare, 
confeſs it; the owning it, and your ſincerity, 
will, perhaps, leſſen the trouble which I may con- 
ceive for it; Clear my ſuſpicions, and do not let 
me ſet a higher value upon you than I ought, of 
a leſs than you deſerve. Bellaſire made anſwer, 
If you had not loſt your ſenſes, you would eafily 
judge, that ſince I did not perſwade you, I would 
never go about it; but if I could add any thing 
to what I haye already told you, it would be an 
infallible ſign that I neyer had any inclination for 
the Count of Zare, being I ſay I had not. IfI 
had loved him, nothing ſhould make me deny it; 
I ſhould belieye my {FIf guilty of a hainous Crime, 
if I ſhould renounce any kindneſs I might have for 
a dead Man who had deſerved it; ſothat you may 
be aſſured, Alphonſo, that I never had any that 
may diſpleaſe. Convince me then of it, Madam, 
cryed I, tell it me a thouſand times over, write 
it to me; In fine, reſtore me again to the pleaſure 
of loving you as 1 did, and above all, pardon me 
the vexation I give you; I torment my ſelf more 
.than I do you, and if I could redeem my ſelf out 
of the ſtate I am in, I would do it at the hazard 
of my life. 

Theſe laſt words made an impreſſion upon Bet- 
Laſire, ſhe clearly ſaw 1 was not Maſter of my ſen- 
ſes; ſhe promiſed me to write dawn all that ever 
ſhe thought or did for the Count de Lare ; and 
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though they were things that ſhe had already 
told me a thouſand times, yet I felt a certain 
pleaſure to think that I ſhould ſee themyyritten 
with her own hand. The next day ſhe ſent me 
what ſhe promis'd, I found an exaGt Narrative of 
all that the Count of Lere had done for her, and 
all ſhe did to cure him of his paſſion, with all the 
reaſons that might perſwade me to believe what 
ſhe alledged ro be true. This Narrative was 
made after a manner that ought to have curd me 
of all ny Capricio's, but it wrought a contrary 
effet-upon me: I begun with being angry with 
my ſelf, for having forced Bellaſire to ſpend fo 
much time in thinking of the Count de Lare - 
Thoſe parts of her Narrative, where ſhe particu- 
lariſed his ations, were inſupportable to me; I 
thought ſhe had too good a memory for the aCti- 
ons of a Man that was indifferent to her; thoſe 
which ſhe related curſorily , perſwaded me that 
there was ſomething more behind which ſhe durſt 
not own to me. In fine, I made a bad conſtru- 
ion of all, and came to ſee Befaſire more enra- 
ged and more deſperate than ever: She, that 
well knew I ought to be very well ſatisfied, was 
much offended to 'ſee me ſo unjuſt, which ſhe 
made me underſtand with more force than ſhe 
uſed to do. I, on the other ſide (as angry as 1 
was) began to excuſe my ſelf as well as I could; 
I faw I was in the wrong, but it was not in my 
power to be in a right ſenſe: I told her that my 
extream nicety in what ſhe might have thoughr of 
the Count de Lare, was a true mark of the'greac 
paſſion and eſteem I had for her}, aut that the 
great yaluel ſet upon her heart, made me fo ap: 
prehenſive of any body elſe having a ſhare in it ; .. 
- # Chatios 444 4 aid 
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faid allI could think of to make my Jealouſie more 
excuſable. Bellaſire wonld not admit of my res 
ſons; ſhe told me, that light doubts might arik 
from what I had told her, but ſuch a long and ob- 
ſtinate Jealouſie conld be produced from nothing 
elſe, but from an ill humoor, inſdmuch, that ſhe 
began to be apprehenſive of living with me, and 
that if I continued in this manner, ſhe ſhould bt 
forced to change her opinion. Theſe Word: 
made me tremble, 1rthrew my ſelf at her Feet, | 
aſſured her 1 would never more ſpeak to her of 
my ſuſpicions ; and I believed within my ſelf,that 
I ſhould be able to be as good a* my Promiſe ; but 
it was for a few days only, 1 quickly begun again 
to yex her, 1 often ask*d her Pardon, and as of. 
ten made her think, that 1 ſti]l believed ſhe had 
loved the Count of Lare , and that this thought 
would render me eternally unhappy. 

I had a long Friendſhip with a Man of Quality, 
called Don Mauriques, he was a Man of extravr- 
dinary merit ; the ties that were betwixt us, ' had 
created a great confidence betwixt Bellaſre and 
him, their amity was never diſpleaſing to me, 
nay, | took pleaſurein making it greater; he took 
notice ſeveral times of the ill humour 1 had beeq 
in of late. Though I concealed nothing from 
him , I was ſo much aſhamed of my Capricio, 
that I durſt not own it to him : He came one day 
fo viſit Bellaſire, where I was more unreaſonable 
than ever, and ſhe more weary of my Jealouſie 
than ſhe uſed. Don Mauriques knew by the chany- 
ing of our Countenances , that we had ſome lit- 
tle quarrel. 1 always begged of Belaſfre never 
to tell him of my weakneſs, and pray'd her 2zgain, 
as 1 ſaw him enter, to ſay nothing of it ; but ſhe

was reſolyed to put me out of Countenance, and 
without giving me time to oppoſe her, the told 
Don Mauriques all the cauſe of my diſquiet ; he 
ſeemed to be fo aſtoniſhed at it, he found it fo 
ill grounded, and he handled me fo ſeverely for 
it, that he put me quite beſides my ſelf : You 
ſhall be Judge, Sir, whether I was not mad, and 
how prone I was to Jealouſie ; for it ſeemed to 
me that Don Manriques, after the manner he con- 
demned me, was prepolſlefs*d by Belafire - I per- 
ceived well enough , that I paſſed the limits of 
reaſon ; but I conld.not believe that he would be 
ſo ſeyere in his Condemnation, ualeſs he were in 
love with Bellaſire, I fancied then that Dorn Max 
riques had been ſo a great while, and that I ſeem- 

too happy to him for being beloved by her, 
that he did not think I ought to complain, though 
ſhe had loved another. | believed likewiſe that 
Bellaſire her ſelf perceived, that Don Manriques 
had more than an ordinary Friendſhip for her. I 
fancied ſhe was glad to be adored (as all Women 
for the moſt part are) and without ſuſpetting 
her of Infidelity ;, 1 was Jealous of the Friendſhig 
which ſhe had for a Man whom ſhe believed her 
Lover. ' Bellaſire and Don Mavwriques ſeeing me 
thus diſtrafted , were far from imagining what 
cauſed the diſorder of my mind ; they endea- 
voured with all the induſtry they could, to bring 
me to my ſelf again, but their diſcourſes rather 
aggravated my vexation. I left them, and when 
I was alone I repreſented to my ſelf this new Miſ- 
fortune, which 1 fancy*d far beyond the other; I 
found then my want of reaſon in apprehendiog 
danger from a Man that was no more in a condi- 
tion todo me any harm. I found Don Mawuriques 
every 
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every way a formidable Man, he was handſome 
Bellaſire had a great eſteem and friendſhip for 
him, ſhe uſed to ſee him often ; ſhe was weary of 
my ill humours and Capricios, and methought 
ſhe was glad to make her ſelf merry with him up- 
on my ſcore ; that ſhe would inſenſibly give him 
the place which I held in her Love; to fay all, 1 
was now more Jealous of Don Mauriques than 
I had been before of the Count of Lare. I kney 
he had been in love with another Lady a great 
while; but this Lady was in all things fo far in- 
feriour to Bellaſire, that his paſſion for her was 
no ſecurity to me. However, as my genius 
would not utterly abandon me ſo to my Caprice, 
but that there remained to me ſtill, Wit enough 
to keep me in ſuſpence; 1 was not ſo unjuſt, as 
fo believe that Don Manriques endeavoured in 
any wiſe to defeat me of Bellaſire : | fancied he 
fell in love with her unknown to himſelf, and 
without deſiring to be ſo, and that he ſtrove to

's it to Bellaſire, yet he gave her to underſtand, 

at he loved her without hoping a return. | 
thought I had no reaſon to complain of Don Man 
r:ques, lince | believed it was for my ſake he for- 
bore to declare his paſſion. In fine, as I was Jea- 
lous of a dead Man without knowing why, ſo 
likewiſe | was Jealous of my Friend, and believed 
him my Rival, without thinking that I had cauſe 
to be angry with him. It were in vain to tell 
you what I ſuffer*d by ſuch extravagant thoughts, 
being It is caſie to imagine it: When I-met, Doz 
Maurigues, | excuſed my ſelf for concealing from! 
him the diſquiet the buſineſs of the Count of Ln 
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had created me, but told him nothing of my new 
Jealouſie ; nor to Bellaſire, fearing leſt, if ſhe 
knew it; ſhe ſhould ptterly forſake me. Being 
always perſwaded that ſhe ſtill loved me very 
much; I believed if 1 could command my Paſſion, 
and keep my ſelf within the bounds of Reaſon, ſhe 
would not leave me-for Don Mauriques, ſo that 
the intereſt of my Jealovſic oblig*d me to conceal 


that I had perfe&tly recover'd my right ſe 
ſhe was glad to ſee me in that opinion at 
though the perfet knowledge ſhe lad of my hu- 
mour made hereaſily perceive, that I was not ſo 
calm within as I outwardly ſeemed to be. 
- Don Mauriques continued his viſits to her as he 
vſed to do;, and ſomewhat more frequently , by 
treaſon of the freedom they uſed to one another 
in diſcourſing of my Jealouſie.

P" Thoogh I had been a long time Jealous of Don 
Maurignes , yet | had ſo mach power over my 
paſſion, as to hide it from him ; and BeHafire 
was ſo diſcreet, as to ſay nothing to him of it 
but made him believe, that my Chagrin was ſtill 
cauſed by theJealouſic I had of the Count of Lare; 
notwithſtanding, ſhe held on in her old way of 
entertaining Don Mawriques ;, and he being igno- 
rant of my thoughts of him, converſed ſtill with 
her as he uſed to do, ſo that my Jealouſie increa- 
fed daily, and was grown to that height, that 1 
perſecuted Bellafire without intermiſſion.

thither, for ſhe would not ſee me. 1 was in de- 
ſpair when I faw no more hopes of ſeeing Bellaſire; 
yet I always believed, that the ſtrong paſlion 
which ſhe had for me, would make her return 
azain if ever 1 had but the opportunity to ſpeak 
to her once more : But ſeeing ſhe would not con- 
ſent to ſpeak to me, 1 loſt all hopez I muſt con- 
feſs, that to hope no more to poſſeſs Bellaſire, was 
a moſt cruel pain to one that was ſo near it, and 
Joy*d her ſo paſſionately.

her Window, as if he would hide himſelf: I 
thought, [ knew not how,in ſpight oftheDarknels, 
that it was Don Manriques ;, this thought put me 
quite out of frame, I preſently imagin*d that Bel- 
lafire lov*d him ; - that he was there to ſpeak to 
her, that ſhe open'd her Windows for him ; to 
be ſhort, 1 believed Don AManrigques had gained 
Bellafire from me : In the fury 1 was in, 1 drew 
my Sword, and we began to fight with a great 
deal of heat. 1 found 1 had wounded him ia two 
places, but he ſtill defended himſelf; at the 
Noiſe we made, or elſe by Bellaſire*'s Order, peo- 
ple .came out to ſeparate us. Dow AManriques 
knew me by the light of the Flambeaus, he wenc 
back two or three ſteps, I ſept forward to take 
his Sword from him ; but he let fall the point, 
and cold me with a feeble Voice, is ic you, Ai- 
phonſo.?

Farewell, Alphonſo, remember me ſometimes, and 
wiſh for \my quigt,. that . ] may never remember 
you. 


_ There was nothing wanting to compleat my 
Misfortunes, but-to be allured, that Bellaſire lo- 
ved me.ſtill, and that happily ſhe had beſtowed 
herſelf upon me again, if ſhe had not been hin- 
dered by my own extravagancy ; and that the ſame 
Accideat that made me Kill my beſt Friend, made 
me loſe'my Miſtreſs too, and forced'her to ren- 
der her ſelf unhappy all the reſt of her days.

tion, ber Father and- 1 uſed all oux,enfaayours to 
perfivnade her to come gut, and I wonld nat Jrave. 
Naverre ( as | had reſolved) until 1 loſt all hopes: 
of ſeeing Bellaſire once more: But ghe day that I, 
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knew ſhe had engaged her elf for ever, I came 
away without ſaying a word to any body ; my Fa« 
ther was dead, and there was none that conld hin. 
der me; I-came into Catalonia with intention to 
take Shipping for Africa, to ſpend my days in 
the Deſerts of that Country. 1 happen'd by 
. Charice into this Houſe, I lik*d it, 1 found it re- 
tied and ſolitary, and ſucli as 1 could wiſh for my 
purpoſe ; I bought it : Here I have liv*d this 
five years paſt, as melancholly a Life as a Man 
ought to do that kill'd his Friend, that made the 
amiiableſt Perſon in the World the mot udhappy, 
and that by his own fault, loſt the pleaſure of 
ſpending his life agreeably with her. Now, Sir, 
will you continve ſtill in your belief, that your 

Misfortunes are comparable to mine, | 
Alphonſo left off here, and ſeemed to be fo & 
yer-charged with ſadneſs, by renewing the prief 
which the remembrance of his Misfortunes paſt 
cauſed him, that Gorſalvo ſeveral times believed 
he was going to breath out his laſt.

- The diſquiet which Love'creates,would not let 
Gonſalvo reſt in this ſolitude ; he was prompted 
to leave it by a ſecret hope, to which he gave 
no great heed himſelf, that he ſhould once more 
ſee Zayde.

I neve 
faw him, (replied Don O/momd) for he was gone 
to joyn Abderam, before I was brought to thi 
Town; his Reputation is great, but I know bot 
whether Zayde Loves him or not ; but I believe 
it is not eaſy for her'to deſpiſe the Application 
of a Prince, ſo deſerving as he is given out to 
be, and he appears fo aſſiduous ahour her, / that 
It is hard to ſay, that he ſhould be altogether neg- 
tected by her; the-Princeſs Felime, with whoml 
have contratted a ſincere Friendſhip, in ſpight of 
the reſervedneſs, in which the People of her 
Country and Quality live, - has often ſpoke to me 
of Alamire, and to judge of him by what ſhe ſays, 
there cannot be a more accompliſh*d Perſon, of 
a more paſſionate Lover than he is. If Dog Gor 
ſalve had followed the impulſe of his thoughts, 
he had ask*d many more queſtions of Don Ok 
»nord ; but he was with-held by the fear he — 
0 
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of diſcovering to him what he ſtudied toconceal:; 
he only asked him what became of Felime ::Don 
Olmond told him, that ſhe was gone after the 
Princeſs her Mother, to Oropeſe, where Oſmin 
commanded a Body of an Army. 

After this, Go/alvo withdrew, - pretending to 
take ſome reſt ; but in reality, to be at Liberty 
to Afflict himſelf, and to reflett upon the ſtub- 
borneſs of his invincible Misfortunes. . Why did 
not I know that Zayde was in Love with Alamire, 
before I found her again? If 1 had been aſſured 
of that, when I Joſt her, I ſhould have been leſs 
afflicted for her abſence ; I ſhould not be fb joy- 
ful for having found her, nor ſhould I endute now 
the cruelty of loſing all the hopes ſhe came from 
giving me. What kind of Deſtiny is mine, that 
even the ſweetneſs of Zayde muſt create me.no- 
thing but Misforrune? Why ſhould ſhe ſeem. to 
Countenance my Love, if ſhe approves Alamires 

ſon? Or, what means that wiſh of hers, that 

might be the man I reſemble? 

Theſe kind of refleftions augmented his Grief; 
and the next day, which he ought to have wiſhed 
for with impatience, and which oaght to be to 
him ſo grateful, ſince he was ſure to ſee Zayde, 
and to ſpeak to her, ſeemed to him the moſt 
frightful of all his Life ; for he fancied, that in 
ſeeing her, he conld hope for no other thing, but 
the Confirmation of all his Diſaſters, 

About Midnight, the Meſſenger-whom he had 
ſent to the King, to acquaint him with the taking 
of the Town, came back with Orders, for Gon- 
fahvo to march away that very inſtant,” with all 
his Cavalry, to joyn the Army, Don Garcias 
knew thet the Xoors expeted a conliderable Re- 
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cruit.; and as ſoon as he knew that 
taken: Talevers, he thought it expedient, by the 
benefit of this Victory, to gather all his Forces, 
and to fall upon the Enemy before they were r» 
inforced by their new Succours, 

T Gonſalvo ſaw the difficulty of executi 
his Majeſties Orders, by the trouble he ſhould fur 
to make his Soldiers March, being ſcarce refreſhed 
after the Fatigue of the precedent Night ; yet the 
ardent Deſire he had to be at the Battel, made 
him uſe ſo much Diligence, that he pur his men 
in a very ſhort time, in a readineſs to March; 
and he did himſelf the cruel Violence of parting 
with Zayde, without taking his leave of her. He 
ordered Zulema to be brought into the ſame Caſtle 
where the Princeſs was; and commanded him 
that was Goyernour of it, to acquaint her with 
the Reaſons that obliged him to leave Talevers in 
ſuch haſte; 

At Break of Day he put himſelf in the Head of 
his Cavalry, and began to march with a Sadnek 
proportionable to the cauſe of his imagined Grief, } | 
When he came near the Camp, he met the Ki | 
that came out to receiye him ; He alighted, | 
went towards him, to give him an account of 
what paſſed at the taking of 7alevera, After he I 
had diſcourſed with him about what concern'd 
Martial Aﬀairs, he ſpoke to him of his Love; 

He told him, how he had found Zayde ; but that. 
he had hikewiſe found out that Rival, whoſe only 
Shadow had created him ſo much trouble. The 
Ktog told him, how much he was concerned jn all 
fhat couched him, and how much he was ſatisfied 

ith the Vidtory he had gained, After this, Gow 
abvo went $0 quarter his Men, and to pur them 
| "ins 
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ito a Condition, ' by a few Hours Reſt, to bs : 
for the Battle which was intended ro-be- 
given - They had not yet refolyed upon it; for. 
the advantageous Poſt in which the Enemy was; 
their Namber, and the Length of the March to 
them, render*d this Reſolution hard to be em-- 
braced, and dangerous to be put' in Execution,” 
Nevetthelefs, Gon/alvo was for giving Battle; and' 
the hope he had of meeting A/amire in the Come 
bat, made him meintain his Opinion with ſo much- 
carneſtneſs, that the giving Battle was reſolved 
opon the next Day. 
The Arabians were Encamped ina Plain, with- 
in ſightof 4hmerar; their Camp was encompaſled 
by great Woods; infomuch, that there was fo 
Acceſs to them, but-by ſuch narrow ways, that 
it did ſeem unſafe tq attempt it ; notwithſtanding 
alvo, in the Head of the Horſe, begun firſt to 
paſs the Wood, and appeared firſt in the Plain, 
followed by ſome Squadrons, The Arabian: were 
fo ſtartled to ſee their Enemies ſo near, that they 
employed the time of Fighting in conſulting what 
they had beſt to do; fo that, they gave the Spa- 
ard: the leiſure to March all their Men through 
the Wood, and draw them up in Battalsa, onthe 


| Plain, - Gowſalvo marched direftly towards them, 


with the left Wing, beat back their Battalions, 
and put them to a diſorderly Rout: He did not 


, amuſe himſelf to purſue thoſe that fled; but ſee- 


Sing up and down the Prince of Thar/as, and 
freſh Laurels, turns ſhort upon the Arabian Infan- 
try : But the right Wing did not fare ſo/well; 
for, the Arabian; ronted it, and beat it back 'tb 
the main Body, which was Conmanded by the 
Kiog of Leo; But the King put a ſtop'to their 
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Fury, and repulſed they even' to the very Gatey' 
of :Almeras ;, ſothat;-the Foot only was left Com- 
manded by Abderame, and ſtoutly attacqu*d by 
Gonſalvo + This Body of Infantry ſtood firm to. 
theie'Ground;: and opening their Battalions to 
theRightand Left, made way for their Archers; 
which ſo terribly gat!?d the Spaniards, that they 
cpuld- not abide it:: Goxſalvo Rallied his Men, and 
Charged them the ſecond and third time; and, 
at laſt, ſurrounded them on all ſides : . But Gonſalvo, 
moyed with Compaſlion to ſee ſo many Gallant 
men knock*d on the Head, commanded Quarter 
to be given to all: The Arabian: laid dawn their 
Acms, and came flocking about him, to admire 
his Clemency, after having felt the ſmart of- his 
Valour. Then likewiſe came the King of Leon 
vp to Gonſalvo, and gaye him all the Praiſe that 
was dye to his Courage. They underſtood that 
King Abderame was Retreated during the Shock, 
and was gotten into Almeras. 

The Glory. which Gonſalvo acquired in this 
Days Action, might have given him cauſe tore- 
joyce; but he felt no other, than Grief of having 
ſurvived it, and not to meet with Alamire. 

He. underſtqod afterwards, by ſome of the Pri- 
ſoners, that this Prince was not in the Army; that 
he commanded the Re-inforcement, which the 
Enemy expected; and, that it was the Hope of 
this Succaur, that made them endeayour to ayoid 
coming to a Battle. 

But the Arabians, having Rallied a part of their 
Army, and being Re-inforced by the Addition of 

F$hoſe- Succours which A/amire. brought to them, 
and lying under the Walls of a ſtrong City ; the 
King of Leon could hope for no: pther Advantage 
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dy his/Jate ' Victory, but the Glory -of having 
gained. it Nevertheleſs, 4bderame, under pre- 
tence of -Burying. the Dead, deſired a Truce for 
ſome few days, with deſign to Commence a Treaty 
of Peace,

04 word, that theſe two Arabian Horſe-men had en- 
at deayour?d to paſs their outmoſt Guards, that-the 
It Centries were rude in ſtopping them; that they 


h drew their. Swords thereupon; ,.and that the relt 

of the Guard. fell npon them. Gonſalvo ſent an 
$ Officer to beg theſe two Cavaliers excuſe, and to 
. conduct them whither they deſired to go, beyond 
4 all the Guards :, This done, he continued his way, 


viſiting - all the Quarters as he. went towards the 
Kings; ſo that, it was late hefore he came back. 
The next Morning, the Officer: that was ſent to 
Condutt the two Arabians,. came to him, and 
told him, That one of thole whom they; Con- 
ducted, gave him in charge to tel] him, That he 
was ſorry, that important Aﬀair, which concer- 
ned not the War, hinder*d him. from coming to 
return him Thanks; and that he was willing he 
ſhould underſtand, that it was the Prince Alamire, 
that owed bim his Life. When Gonſalvo heard 
the Name of 4/amire, and believed, that his 
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Rival, whom he had ſo 2 mind to ſeek all 
over the World, even when he did not fo much 
as know his Name, nor his Country, was then 
paſſed through his Camp, and in his own ſight, 
without all doubt, to go to find out Zayde; he 
was in 2 maze; all he had power to do, wasonly 
to ask, which way he ſteer*d his Coarſe ? Being 
cold, towards 7alevera; he diſmiſſed all that were 
in his Tene; and remain'd alone full- of deſpair, 
for not having known-that it was Alamire.

might flatter my ſelf with the Hope of being Be- 
loved, if he ſhould know my Inclinatjon to Love 
him : Yet I know, Love does not always beget 
Love: Therefore, I will not deprive fny ſelf of 
that Hope, as weak as it is, fince it is the only 
Comfort I have left me.

Alamire 
came to ſee her ; and aſſured her, that he alſo 
would not ſee any of thoſe Publick Divertiſements, 
ſince ſhe could not be there : and talked to her 
afrer a manner, that did almoſt perſuade her; 
that ſhe did him wrong to ſuſpett him, Never« 
thelel(s, as ſoon as he was gone, ſhe got up, and 
diſguis'd her ſelf ſo, that ſhe could not be known: 
She frequented thoſe Places, where it was moſt 
likely to find him. The firſt Object that offer'd, 
was Alamire diſguiſed; but no Diſguiſe could 
hide him from her : She ſaw him following. Z« 
romade; and during the Plays that were Repre- 
ſented, ſhe perceived him always cloſe by this 
Fair Lady. The next Day, ſhe followed him a- 
gain ; Bur, inſtead of finding him in Purſuit of 
Zoromade, ſhe ſaw him in another Diſguiſe, cloſely 
Courting another Lady : Her Grief at ficſt, began 
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to leſſen; and ſhe was not a little pacify*d, to 
think, that Alamire had oaly talked to Zoromade, 
by Accident, or to divert himſelf 'only. She 
cowded her ſelf, amongſt thoſe Women that 
attended this Young Lady,whom Alamire followed; 
and ſhe came fo near to him, that at the turning 
of a Street, where this Young Lady made a ſtop, 
ſhe heard Alamire ſpeaking to her, with the ſame 
Aire, and thoſe very Terms, that had fo forci- 
bly perſuaded her of his Love. Jodgg ghar be- 
came of Nzria, and the ſenſible Afi ſhe felt. 
She would have thought her ſelf happy at that 
time, if ſhe could have been convinced that Zo- 
romade was the only Object of Alamire's Purſuit, 
She would believe, at leaſt, that the Inclina» 
tion he might have for | this Beautiful Perſon, 
might cauſe his Change : She might have flatter*d 
her ſelf to have been Beloved of him, before his 
Inclination for Zoromade : But finding, that he 
was able to have the ſame Care, and ſpeak the 
fame Words, to two or three at the ſame time, 
ſhe was ſatisfy*'d, that ſhe only had buſied his 
Wit, - and not poſſeſſed his Heart ; and' that ſhe 
was. only amuſed, without attaining to her Hap- 
pineſs, 

It was ſuch a cruel Adventure for a'Perſon of 
her Humour, that ſhe had not Force enough. to 
bear it : She returns Home over-whelmed with 
Grief. and Affliction; where ſhe found 4 Letter 
from Alamire, aſſucing her, that'he' was ſhut up: 
in his Cloſet at Home; not being able to indulge 
bimſelf.the Pleaſure of ſeeing the ONES. 
tainments, fince he could not hope for that, of 
ſeeing her there. This Cheat made herjuadge of , 
what weight were all. the :paſ&*d: Attions af 
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Alanire. She was confounded with Sh far 
having { long pleaſed. her ſelf with a 
that was'but a mere Treachery : She ſoon reſol- 
ved what to do; She writ to him, all that Grief, 
Aﬀe&tion, and Deſpair could invent, of moſt ſen- 
ſible, and moſt paſſionate, withoot acquainting 
him what ſhould become of her ; only, bid him 
an Eternal Farewel. This Letter ſurprized him; 
and gave him ſome ſenſe'of Grief: The Beauty 
and Wit of Naria, wete of ſuch Perfeftion, that 
it render the Loſs of her troubleſome, even to 
the Inconſtant Humour of Alamire. 

He went to tell' his Adventure to Afulzimen, 
who made him aſhamed of his Procedure : You 
are deceived ( ſaid he to him ) if you think your 
manner of dealing with Women, 1s not contrary 
to the true Senſe of an Honeſt Man, . Alamire 
was netled at this Reproach. 1 will juſtify my 
felf to you; anſwered he; for, I have coo much 
Eſteem for you, to let you continue'in ſo bad an 
Opinion of me: Do you think me ſo great a Beaſt, 
as not to Love with ſincerity, a Perſon that I 
thought Loved me 'itruly ?

Did any of them de- 
ceive you?: Did hot Naria Love you with a true 
and ſincere Paſſion? Naria believed, ſhe Lov'd 
me, replied 4/amire; but ſhe lov'd ry Quality, 
andthe Rank to which I might raiſe her. 1have 
hitherto foundi nothing bur Vanity and Ambition 
in. Woaen :'They loyed the Prince; and not 
Alwnirg) The: deſire they have to make a ſignal 
Conqueſt;.and the Ambition to raiſe themſelves 
above that Shavidh Life, to which they. are ſub» 
jolt has 'cheared-im them what you. call;Love 3

The Impatience he was in, to know What was 
become of Nar;a, broke off this Conyerfation :

- he writ to Zoromade that he was reſolv'd to 
Leh all for to ſee her, and intreated her to 
ioſtruft him how he might ſpeak to her ; Zore- 
made made a difficulty to conſent to the hazard 
to which he was to expoſe himſelf; but at laſt 
Led away by her Paſlion for him, and forced by 
that inſupportable Conſtraint under which: the

She truly loved 4lamire : The Dangerin which 
Alamire was' in, put her into a Mortal Diſquer, 
and a ſenſible Affliction, that ſhe coulf reap no 
Benefic by it, Aer Mother was indiſpoftd, and 
would not go to the Bath; and therefore, her 
Apartment was given to E//bery*s Mother, ' Ala- 
mire, at his return, found a Letter from Zovomade 
informing him, what I have told you;"and like- 
wiſe, that” they talked of Marrying her ont of 
hand : Bur that, ſhe was ot moch difquieted at 
it, ſeeitig ke tight prevent it, by decking "to. 
hier Father, the Intentions he had for her. He 
ſhexred thiy'T.etter to Mulziman, rolet hint fe, 
that all*Womens' Love to! him tended anly't 
get Hitm'to Marry them : He told hint" allo; tos 
Adventure irffHc Bathing-Houſe : He did Exag: 
eratt'to hinr the Charms of Z//bery; the f6y he 
ad co believe, that ſhe had' 7 Teton for 
him, without knowing him;/to be the Prince, He 
aſſured hint, That he had” flow found ſomething, 
that deſerved to engage his Heart ;' and that he 
ſhould ſee, how reat his intentions ſhonld be for 
ge - and, in tryth, he reſolved to leave off 
al ther Purſuits, and to think of no Body elſe, 
but how to win the Love of this Beautiful Perſon, 
It 'was almoit impoſſible for him to ſee her ; eſpe- 
cally, having refolved not to make himletf 
F Q 4 known, 
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known, a8 Prince, of 7h97/«s :-. The: firſt Refolu- 
tion he. takes, was to hide himſelf once mort in 
the Bathing-Houſe.: /But, he und that 
Elfbery's Mother was lick, aud that her. Daughter 
would not. come abroad without her. 

In the mean time, the time of Zoromades Mar. 
riage ,wasat hand; and the Deſpair ſhe was in, 
to ſee her ſelf Nleighted and forſaken by the 
Prince,. made her conſent to it: As-her Father 
was 2 Man of great Quality, and the Man ſhe 
was to yy no lels ; fo it was reſolved, the 
Ceremoily Id be very Splendid at her Wed- 
ding. . Alamire learnt, _ that E//bery was to be 
there, . The. manner of Marrying amongſt the 
Arabians, could affard him no Hope of ſeeing her 
there; becauſe , the Women are quite ſeparated 
from the Men, both -in their Moſques, and. at 
their Feaſts; He reſolves, nevertheleſs, to ha- 

zard as much for her, as he had done for Zore 
2144: : He feigned himſelf ſick the Wedding-Day, 
the better to diſpenſe._himſelf from aſſiſting Pu 

lickly at the Ceremopy : He put himſelf jato Wo: 
meds Attice ;. and put;on along Vail, ſuch as the 
Women do wear when they goabroad; and goes 
to the Moſque with Se/ien's Aunt, He ſaw El- 

».coming in; and, though ſhe was Vaild, yet 
her Garb-was ſo particular, and her Habit ſo 
different from that, the Women of Thar/us wear, 
that he was not afraid; to be miſtaken'in her : He 
followed her cloſe to the Place, where the Cere- 
mony was to he performed. He placed himſelf 

ſo ncar Zoromade, that, carry*d on by the re- 
mains of that Humour, rhat was fo natural to him, 
he could not forbear making himſelf known to 
her ; and ſpcaking to her, as if he had diſguiſed 

: himſelf 
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himſelf only-to ſee her. His Sight cauſed ſo much 
trouble in , that ſhe was conſtrain'd to 
go back ſome Steps ; And turning her ſelf to- 
wards him; ' It 1s an inhuman thing of you ( aid 
ſhe ) to come to; trouble my Quiet, by an Attion 
that ſhould perſuade me, that you Love me, if I - 
were not well affured of the contrary; But, I 
hope, I ſhall not long ſuffer the Evils, which you, 
have cauſed me. She: coald fay no more, nor 
could he make a Reply for, the Ceremony ended, 
and all the Women went to their own Places. 

Alamire never thought of the Grief, in which 
he ſaw Zoromades he was ſo full of his Deſire and 
Care, how to ſpeak to Elfibery : He kneeld juſt 
by her, and begun to ſay bis Prayers very loud, 
after the Arabian Faſhion : That kind of confu- 
ſed Murmur of ſo many People, that ſpeak all at 
once, make it hard to be heard, but by thoſe that 
ſtand cloſe. to one another, Alamire, without 
turning his Face towards Elfiberp, or changing the 
Tone 1n which he prayed, call*d her ſeveral times 
by her Name :, She turned towards him ; and, as 
he ſaw: that ſhe looked upon him, he lets fall his

ſence nor Tears, nor what I had done for him, 
tor the wretched Condition in which he was go- 
ing to leave me, could move him: Judge of my 
Grief ! I was led hither: My good Fortune gave 
me to Elſbery's Father, Though I have ſeen m 
Husband*s Ingratitude, I cannot altogether loſe 
the Hope of his Returning ; and that was it, that 
cauſed the Change you obſerved in my Face, the 
ficſt time I came to ſpeak to you : I was.in hopes, 
it might be-him that deſficed to ſpeak to me; and. 
2s ill grounded es this Hope was, I could not loſe, 
it without Grief. I do not oppoſe the Inclination. 
which E//ibery has for you : . I know, :by ,woful, 
Experience, how vain It is, to oppoſe ſuch kind. 
of Thoughts: But, I grieve for her; and ] do. 
foreſee the Mortal Pangs, into which you will. 
throw her. She never was in Love : She is now- 
Engaging her ſelf into a ſincere and rea] Paſlion; 
for you, which no Man that has been already in 
Love, can deſerve. | 

When ſhe had lefc ſpeaking ;, Elbery told 4la- 
mire, That her Father and Mother knevy -hec 
Quality, her Sex, and her Meric; but for Rea- 
ſons that ſhe had to remain unknown, ſhe appeared, 
in the Guiſe of a Slave. The Prince was Char». 
med with the Wit aad Virtue of Zebeleg;,. but,

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more, to find how vain the grounds of his Jea- 
lonfies were, In the Sequel, He found fo 

Charms, and ſo much Sincerity in E/fberies Con. 
du&t, that he was convinced, that he was never 

Beloved but by her alone. She loy'd him far 
Loves fake, without conſidering what this Paſ- 
ſion tended to : She never dived into his Fortune, 
nor his Intentions : She hazarded all to ſee him; 
and did all things blindfold, that he could defire: 
Another Woman would find much Conſtraint, 
in the Condutt he defired ſhe fhonld obſerye, 
He would haye her ſtill believe him to be Selennn : 
He was forced to hinder her from going to cer- 
tain Publick Feaſts, where he was obliged to ap- 
pear as Prince : But ſhe found nothing difficult, 
that pleaſed him. 

* Alamire believed himſelf, for a time,moſt happy 
to be beloved for his own ſake; bur it came into 
his Head, that although E/{bery loved him with: 
out knowing that he was the Prince of Tharſm, 
it might happen that ſhe might forfake him for 
one, that ſhould be of that Quality ; He was re- 
ſolveq to put her Heart to the Teſt, by making 
the true Selemin paſs for the Prince of Tharſus;

At one of the Arabian Feaſts, where the Prince 
was not obliged to appear in Publick ; he told 
E/ſibery, that he would Diſguiſe himſelf, that he 
might be near her: He did fo; but carried Se- 
lkniiz with him: They placed themſelves near 
Elfibery, and Selemir calld her three or four times : 
her mind being full of 47amire, ſhe doubted not, 
but that it was he ; And taking her time, where 
tio body looked on her, ſhe lifted up her Vail to 
ſhew him her Face, and began to ſpeak to him; 
But ſhe was ſurprized, when ſhe ſaw him near 
her, whom ſhe took for the Prince of Tharſms 3 
Selemin ſeemed to be ſarprized likewiſe, and 
ſmitten, with her Beauty ; He fain would have 
ſpoken'to her, but ſhe would not hear him; And 
being troubled, ar this Adventure, ſhe went nearer 
to her Mother ; _— that Alamire could

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not accoſt her all che.reſt of the-day. : At Night, 
Alamire went to ſpeak to her upon the Terras ; 
She told him all that happen'd to her, and that 
with ſo..much; Truth .and ExaQneſfs, and- ſuch 
Apprehenſiop, leſt: he ſhould ſuſpect that he had 
aty.way contributed to it, that 4/amire had all 
the, Reaſon imaginable, to be well ſatisſy'd: Yet 
he was.. not content, but cauſed the old Slave 
( which. he had already found very ſenſible of 
Preſents). to be. bribed, to carry a Letter from 
the .ſuppoſed Prince to E//bery: As the Slave 
would.. have given it her, ſhe chid him ſoundly, 
aud refuſed. the Letter : She gave an account of 
it to.Alamire,. who knew it already, and enjoyed 
the: Pleaſure of his Cheat. To accompliſh what 
he had:begun, - he carries Se/cmin to the Terras, 
wherg he was uſed to. ſpeak to El/ibery, and hid 
himſelf fo, as ſhe could not fee him; but might 
hear-every Word they - ſpoke. El/ibery was ex- 
tremely ſurprized,. to ſee the ſuppoſed Prince 
upon the Terras : At firſt, ſhe thought to with- 
dxaw ; but her Suſpicion, that her Lover betrayed 
her to the Prince, and her delire to find it our, 
kept her there for ſome Moments, I will not 
tel]. you, Madam, ( ſaid he) whether it was by 
my-own Addreſs, or by the Conſent of him you 
thought to find here, that I poſſels the Place 
that was intended for him ; neither will 1 tell you, 
whether he be ignorant of my Inteations for you ; 
but you may jidge, by the likelihood of ir, and 
by the Power that the Quality of a Prince may 
ive me; I will only tell yon, That by one 
ſight of you, you have done that in me which 
Jong Converſe could never effett : 1 would ne; 
ver. Engage my ſelf; and now, my only. Hap- 
| pineſs 
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pineſs is, to induce you to accept of the: Quality 
| poſſeſs : You: are the only Perſon to whom 1 
ever have offer?d it ; and you: ſhall ' be the laſt, 
to whom I ever ſhall offer it-;, Think of ity; Ma- 
dam, more-- thaa- once, before: you! deny me ;; 
and think, that 40! refuſing the Prince of 7har/ae, + 
you retule: the; 'only means to. draw you-out [of 
that Eternal: Captivity, to which you are: now ' 
deſtined; ;.' . 

. Elfbery conld hear no more what the ſuppoſed 
Prince / {aid to'her : As ſoon as he gave her to 
underſtand, that her Lover had facrificedher to 
his Ambicion, without making any Reply towhar 
he had ſaid to her : I know nor, Sir, ( anſwered 
ſhe) by what Adventure you:came- hither z 'But 
let it be. -how it will, I muſt hold no [longer 
Converſation with you; ant I beſeech you,” to 
alow me the” Liberty to, withdraw. : Inrſaying 
theſe Words, 'ſhe left the Terras, and retired to 
her Chamber with Zebeles,- who had followed 
her. with /as.. much. Diſquiet,; and Troubte of 
Mind, as Alamire had Joy and Tranquillity : He 
ſaw, with. delight, «hat ſhe deſpiſed ther Offers 
of {o great. a Fortune, at the 'ſame time that ſhe 
had grounds to believe, that:he had deceived her : 
Nor could he any longer doubt, ber that ſhe was 
proof againſt thoſe Aftpiring Thoughts, of which 
he was apprehenſive, -. The next day, he tryed 
again to get a Letter conveyed to her from $he 
Prince, to ſee if Spite and: Rage had not cauſed 
her to change her mind : Bot the old Slaye that 
was intruſted with it, and endeavoured to de- 
liver it, was as ill handled by her, as he had beeq 
the firlt time. 
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Elſbery paſſed the Night with incredible Grief; 


There was all the appearance imaginable, that 
her Lover had betray*d her, There was none but 
him, that could diſcover their Iatelligence, and 


the Place where they uſed to ſpeak to one ano. ' 


ther. Nevertheleſs, her great Kindneſs for him, 
would not let her condemn him without heari 

him. She ſaw him the next day; and he argued 
his Caſe ſo well, that he perſuaded her, that he 
was betray*d by one of - his People ; . and, that 
the Caliph, at his Son's Requeſt, had kept him 
a part of the Night from _ upon the Ter- 
Tas : Nay, he perſuaded her, that he was ſen- 


ſibly ditpleaſed at the Princes paſſion for her, 


The fair Slave was not ſo eaſfie of belief, as Ek 
fibery; and the Experience ſhe had of the Falſe- 
hood 'of Men, would not permit her to give 
Credit to the fappoſed Selemin's Words: She 
endeavourd (but in vain) to let her ſee, that 
he impoſed upon her.: But, a little while af- 
ter, Chance gave her occaſion to convince her 
of it. . 

The true Selemin was not ſ6 taken up with the 
Princes Gallantrys, but that he had time enough 
to have ſom of his own: The Lady he was in 
Love with, - had a Young Slave that waited upon 
her, who was pallionately Enamour*d of Zebelec, 
whom ſhe took. for a Man, She told her the 
Love that was betwixt Selemin and her Miſtreſs, 
and the Contrivance they had found to ſee one 
another. 'Zebelec, who knew Alamire by no 0- 
ther Name but that-of Selemin, cauſed ſelf 
to be throughly informed of all that might let 
Elfibery ſee the Infidelity of her Lover; and-went 
ja that very inſtant, to tell her of it, She was 

52 ſcaſibly 
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ſenſibly aMiCted at this Diſcovery ; yet ſhe gave 
her ſelf up to her Sorrow, without refleCting in- 
jationlly upon him that cauſed it, Zebelec uſed 
al the Arguments ſhe could think of, to perſuade 
her never more to ſee Alamire 5 nor to hearken 
to atty Juſtifications, wbich could be no other 
but new [nyentions, to cheat her. Elfbery was 
willing enough to fohow her Advice, but had 
not-the Power, - | 
Alamire came that very Evening to the Ter- 
ras; and was much aſtoniſhed, when E/#bery began 
their Interview with a Flood of Tears, and fol- 
lowed it with Reproaches ſo tender, thay even 
thoſe who- had no Love for her, could not-chooſe 
but be concern*d for her. He could not imagine, 
what ſhe could accuſe him of; or by what 
ſtrange turn: of Fortune, ſhe alone ſhould accuſe 
him of Infidelity ; having never been Faithful to 
any but to her ſelf : He juſtify'd himfelF with 
all the Force that Truth could-inſpire : But, in 
ipight of the Diſpoſition ſhe was in to believe 
him Innocent, ſhe could- not give Credit to his 
Words. He preſſed her to tel] him, who ſhe 
ſhould be, that ſhe thought him in Love with : 
She did fo, [and told him all the Circumſtances 
of. their Commerce, Alamire was not a little 
furprized, to find that it was the Name 9f Sele- 
min, that made him appear Guilty ; and wag 
much perplexed, to find by what means he ſbould 
go about to juſtify himſelf: He could not re+ 
folve it preſently : His only Courſe was, to make 
new Proteſtations of his Inn ocency, withour 
ngaging himſelf into a further Juſtification : His 
Perplexity, and his Words, in general, conficmd 


Bifivery of his Infidelity, 
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He goes immediately to Se/emin, total him 
his Misfortune; and think. with ' him; of the 
means to make his Innocence appear. _ I - would 
break off with the Perſon I Love, for your fake, 
ford Selemm, if I thought that would be any Ad- 
vantage to you: But, although 1 ſhould: leave 
ſeeing ber, E//bery would believe ſtill, that there 
was a'time in which yon had been Unfaithful to 
her ; and ſo, would not be able.+to give 'any 
Credit to your Words : If you would take a- 
way all Ground of Suſpicion from'tier; my Opi- 
nion is, That-you own who you are, and who 1 
am,” She'has/ Loved you, without the Help of 
your Quality She believed me to 'be' the Prince 
of Tharſs, and deſpifed me for your ſake; and 
in my Opinion, that was what you would be at, 
You haye ſpoke reaſon, my dear Selemin, cry*d the 
Prince, but I cannot: reſolve, to diſcover my Qua- 
lity to 'Z/fbery : 1 ſhall foſe by that diſcovery, all 
that was:'Charming in my Love; I ſhall loſe the 
only pleaſure I ever had ; and, I know not, whe- 
ther I ſhall / not loſe' the Paſſion 1 had for her. 
But,- conſider alſo, Sir, 'anſwered Selemin, that 
in going ſtill by my Name, you will loſe the 
Heart of E//izcry4and that, in loling that, you 
will loſe all the Pleaſures, that a falte imagina- 
tion makes you apptehend, can never be found 
gain, | 
' Selemin ſpoke ſo convincingly to Alamire, that 
{ at laſt ) he made him reſolve to diſcover him- 
ſelf to E/ſbery: He did fo that very Evening : 
And none 'ever was tranſported of ' a fadden, 
from fo deplorable a Condition, to ſo happy a 
State, as ſhe was. She found: Marks of a ftacere 
and tender Paſſion, in all thoſe mrs 
ore 
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before appeared to her as Deceits : She had 
the Pleaſure, to have convinced Alamire of her 
Iaclination. for him, without knowing that he 
was 2 Prince. Laſtly, Her Tranſports were ſo 
great, that her Heart was ſcarce able to contain 
them ; nor did ſhe hide them from Alamire : Bat, 
he ſuſpected this Joy of hers: He believed, the 
Prince of Thar/zs had a ſhare in it, and that El- 
ſibery was more ſenſibly touched for having him 
for her Lover :- But, he concealed his Thoughts 
fram her, and continued vitcing her with much 
Aſliduity, Zebelec was ſurprized, that ſhe had 
been deceived in her Difhdence of Men's Paſſions ; 
and envy'd E/ſiberies Happineſs, in having found 
ſo Faithful a Lover : But, the Cauſe of her Envy 
did 'not Jaſt Jong. It was impoſlible, but that 
thoſe extraordinary Things, which Alamire had 
done for . E/ſery, : ſhould add -new Life to the 
Paſſion ſhe had tor him : The Prince perceived 
it. This redoubling of her. Love, appeared-ro 
him an Infidelity; and cauſed in him the fame 
trouble, which the decreaſe: of at ooght ro have 
done, | In fine, He thought himſelf fo well afſy- 
red, that the Prince of 7harſas was better Be- 
loved, than Alzmire had been under the Name 
of Selemin, that his Paſſion began to diminiſh, 
though he had no Engagement elſe where, He 
had already had of ſo many forts; and, this laſt 
bad ſomething in it:that was ſa;quick, and feel- 
ingly Charming, that he found hunſelt inſenſible 
of any other, - Eſfibery law the Love and Carghe 
had for her decay infenſibly ; and, although he 
endeavoured to deceive her ſelf ; yet ſhe could 
no longer doubt of her Misfortune, whea ſhe 
was told, That the Prince had taken a Reſolu-

= from others, before he told her any thing of 

He was now weary of 7harſas, and that in- 
ſ piced him with the Deſign, which he put in Ex- 
ecution, notwithſtanding all E/beries Intreatics 
and Tears, 

Fhe fair Slave ſaw then, that E//beries Deſti- 
ny was as Unfortunate as her own ; And Eljber 
had no other comfort, but what ſhe found in be- 
moaning her ſelf to Zebelec ; who had the News 
of her Husband's Death, for which ſhe was fen- 
{bly aggrieved, nocwithſtanding his horrible Jn- 
fidelity to her : His Death having now taken a+ 
way the cauſe of her Diſguiſe, the prayed E/ 
beries Father to give her that Liberty, which 
had -ſo often offer'd her ; having obtained it, 
ſhe. put on a Reſolution, to return to her own 
Country; there to ſpend the reſt of her days in 
ſome Solitude, remote from the Commerce - 
all Men, She had often ſpoken to E/{bery, 
the Chriſtian Religton : This fair Creature bei - 
touched with what ſhe had heard her fay, and 
with the Inconſtancy of Alanire, (for which ſhe 
hoped fot no Redreſs) reſolves to turn Chri 
an, to follow. Zebelec ;, and live with her in a 
found Oblivion of all Earthly Tyes; She 
away, without giving any notice to her Par 
only by a Letter which ſhe left for them, 

Alamire was already got far on his way, w 
he underſtood:/by a Letter from Selemin, what 
came' from telling you of E// nk But where- 
ever ſhe be, perhaps ſhe would find ſome Con+ 
ſolation, could ſhe but know how ſeverely her 
Quarrel was revenged upon Al/amire, for his In« 
fidelity to her,by the Violent Paſſion-which So 
Beauty kindled in him. 
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He arrived in «, and fell in Love with 
that Princeſs, ( as I told you ) after ballancing 
ſometime betwixt Her and Me : But, he Loved 
her with a Paſlion ſo different from all others he 
ever Loved, that he ſcarce knew himſelf. For. 
may ior would always declare his Love, from 
the Moment that he felt it ; He never was 
afraid to offend thoſe to whom he declared it : 
But, to Zayde, he ſcarce ever durſt have any 
inckling of %& He was aſtoniſhed, at this Change 
in himſelf; But, he being forced by the Violence 
of his. Paſſion, to declare it to Zayde; and, 
that he found, that the indifference ſhe had for 
him, did but irritate his Love for her; when he 
ſaw himſelf brought to Deſpair by her uſage to 
him, without being able to diſintangle hiowelf 
from his Paſſion for her ; he felt a Goief, thay 
was not to be expreſled, 

How! ( wonld he fay to Mulziman) Love 
never had more Power over me, but I was plea» 
ſed to give it; and, though it had-entirely Con« 
quer?d me, I always was pleaſed with all Places 
where I Loved : And now he muſt, through the 
only Perſon in the World, in whom I found a 
Reſiſtance, ro Domineer over me with ſo abſo- 
late an Empire, that he has left me no Powep 
to diſingage my ſelf from him. 1 could not 
Love all thoſe that would have lov'd me ; and 
] am compelPd to Adore Zayde, that deſpiſes 
me. Is it her extraordinary Beauty, that pro- 
duces this unuſual Effect? Or, Can it be poſli- 
ble, that the only way to fix me, was not to 
Love me? Ah, Zayde! Shall Þ never be ina 
Condition to know, that they are not your Ri- 


ours that tye to ? 
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Mulziman could not tell what to ſay to him ; 
ſuch was his- Surprize, to ſte him. in the Con. 
dition he was tn:' He endeavour*d; notwith- 
ſtanding, to comfort him, and-to eaſe his Paio, 
Since the Arrival of Zaydes Father, and her de- 
claring never to Marry the Prince, his Deſpair 
grew greater, and hurried him ro ſeek his Neath 
any where with Joy. | 

This is, as near as-I can.remember, what I 
learnt from AMulziman, continued Felme; and 
perhaps, I haye been too exatt in my Narrative: 
But, you muſt pardon thoſe! Charms, which.thole 
that. are in ' Love, found in the Perſons - whonty 
they Love ;. though it may._be,. even' upon dif- 
agreeable Subjets. Don Olmneond told the Prin- 
ceſs; That, far from thinking her ſelf obliged 
to.. excuſe the Length of her Narration';. he 
was bound rather, to, return her Thanks, for 
informing him- of - Alamire's Adventures: | He 
conjured her, to finiſh what ſhe had begun. 'to 
tell him : She continued her Diſcourſe, after 
this manner : | 

You may very. well judge, that what F learnt 
of the ſtrange Adventures and Humour of 41la- 
mire, could give me no great Hope ; ſince ] was 
convinced, that the only-way to make him Love, 
was not -to {ove him ; notwithſtanding, I did 
not love him-leſs. The Dangers to -which he 
dayly expoſed himſelf, gave me Mortal Appre- 
henſions for him; I did believe, that every 
Stroke might fall upon his Head; that he was 
the only Man, that could be in danger, 1 was 
ſo overwhelm'd with grief, that I thought no- 
thing could be added to it : But, Fortune ex- 
poſed me toa kind of Miſery, more cruel than any 
I. had yet felt. | Some 
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Some days after Mulziman had told me Ala- 
mire's Adventures, I was ſpeaking of them to 
Zayde;, and 1 made ſuch ſad Reflections upon the 
Cruelty of my Deſtiny, that my Face was all 
bathed in Tears. One of Zaydes Women paſs'd 
thorow the Room where we were, and left the 


; Door open, which I not perceiving, It cannot 


be denied, faid I to Zayde, but that I am very 
Unfortunate, to have ſettled my Afﬀections upon 
a Man, that is ſo unworthy in all Reſpects,: of 
the [nclination I have for him: As I ended theſe 
Words, 1 heard ſome Body behind me in the 
Room ;. I thought, at firſt, it was that Woman, 
that was going thorough again : But, What a 
confuſion and trouble was 1 in, when I ſaw it was 
Alamire ! ' and that he was ſo near me, that he 
could not chooſe but hear my laſt Words ? But 
the Trouble,1l was in, and the Tears that trickled 
down my Cheeks, took from me all means of 
hiding from him the Truth of what I have ſaid : 
My Strength faiPd me; my Speech left me; I 
wiſhed my ſelf Dead: In ſhort, None ever was 
in ſuch a taking, as 1 felt my ſelf. And, to add 
to the Cruelty of my Adventure, the Princeſs 
Alaſmthe came in, accompanied with | divers 0- 
thers; who went all to ſpeak to Zayde, and 
left me alone with Al/umire. 

The Prince looked upon me with an Ayre, 
that ſhewed the fear he had to increaſe the Con- 
fuſion in which he ſaw me. I am ſorry, Madam, 
ſaid he, that I came in at a time, when in all 
appearance, you were not willing to be heard 
by any but Zayde: But, Madam, fince Chance 
has ordained it otherwiſe, do nor take it ill if I 
ask you, How it can poſſibly be, that a —_— 

as 
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his been ſo happy as to pleaſe you, could oblige 
you to ſay, That he was unworthy in all Re. 
ſpets, of the Kindneſs you have for him? T1 
know, no Man can deſerve the leaſt of your Fa- 
yours : But, Can there be aftiy Man, that could 


give you Cauſe to complain of his Intentions : £ 


Be not angry, Madam, that I have fome ſhare 
in your Confidence ; you ſhall not find me un- 
worthy of it; and, though you took care to con. 
ceal from me what I have heard; yet, I hall 
always have a great Value for a Secret, which 1 
owe only to Chance. . 

Alamire had ſpoke on for a Tong time, if he 
had ftay*d untilf I had been able to interrupt 
him: I was fo out of Countenance, and fo datn- 
ted with the fear he ſhould find ont, that he 
was the Man of whom I complain*d; and with 
Grief, that he ſhould believe, that I loved ano- 
ther Man ; that it was utterly impoſſible, for 
me to anſwer him, You think, perhaps, that 
having concealed from him the Paſſion I had for 
him, with ſo much induſtry, and ſeeing him fo 
muck in Love with Zayde ; I ſhould be indiffe- 
rent, whether or no he imagined, ſome. other 
might have gain'd my Eſteem : Bat, Love had 
already put ſo much Conſtraint uponit Self,to hide 
it from the Perſon that gave it Birth, that it could 
not be ſo cruel toir ſelf, as tolet him think, that 
another had kindled it, A[amire attributed my Per- 
plexity, to my trouble of ſeeing him perſuaded 
that I was in Love, I ſee, Madam, faid he, 
that you are unwilling I ſhould be your Conf- 
dent; but your Concern is unjuſt : Can any Man 
Have more ReſpeCt for you than my ſelf, or more 


Intereſt to pleaſe you than I? You haye an ab- 
Bhs ſolute 
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folute Power over that Princeſs, of whom de- 
=_ my Deſtiny : Tell me then, Madam, Who 
is, of whom you complain? and if I have 
half as much Power with him, as you have over 
her I Adore; you ſhall quickly ſee, if 1 do not 
make him know his Happineſs, and render him 
worthy of your Goodneſs, for him. 

Alamire's Words increaſed my trouble and a- 
_ of Mind : He urged me again to tell 
im, who he ſhould be, of whom I complain'd - 
But, all the Reaſons that made him deſire to 
know him, render*d him in my Thoughts, un- 
worthy to be informed. Art laſt, Zayde judging 
the Perplezity I was in, came to interrupt us, 
before I could have the Power to utter one word 
to Alamire, I went away, without fo much as 
looking upon him: My Body was not able to 
bear the Agitation of my Mind: I felt ſick chat 

very Night, and continued fo a long time. 
Among the Number of Men of Quality, that 
were then in Cypras, it were hard, it ſome did 
Not concern themſelves in the Preſervation of my 
Life : I was told of their Care, to be informed 
of the ſtate of my Health: 1 made Refleftions, 
how little I was touched with their Kindneſs : 
And, when I conſider*d, that if Alamire had 
known my Inclination for him, perhaps, it mighe 
make as little impreſſion upon him, as the Paſli- 
on of thoſe that loved me, made upon me. I 
thought my ſelf happy, that he was ignorant of 
my Love for Him; But, I muſt confeſs, this Hap- 
pineſs was only pleaſing to my Reaſon, and no 
way grateful to my Heart, When I began to 
Recover, I pur off as long as I could, all occa- 
ſions of ſeeing 4lamire ; and when I came ” be 
een 
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ſeen by him, I took notice, that he obſerved me 


with great Care, to find out by my Actions, who 
it was, of whom I complain'd; the more I found 
him 1 7 in prying into my Deportment, 
the worſe I handled all thoſe, that ſhewed any 
inclination for me; though there were many, 
of whoſe Merit and Qualitys, I needed not be 
aſhamed ; yet, there was none of them, that did 
not blemiſh my Honour ; For, I could not. in- 
dure, he ſhould think, that I loy'd without be- 
ing beloy?d Reciprocally ; and, this very Thought 
made me Fancy, that I ſeem*d to him, to be 
leſs Worthy of him therefore. 

The Emperors Troops plyed Famageſta io 
warmly, that the Arabians thought it their beſt 
way to deſert ir, Znlema and Oſmin reſolv*d to 
embark os with the Princeſs Alaſmmthe and Beleny : 
Alamire alſo reſolves to leave Cypras to follow 
Zayde, and quit a place where his Valour could 
be no longer uſeful. He had ſtill a great Curt- 
olity, to hnd out who it was that I complained 
of : When we were ready to part, and ſaw that 
my Sadneſs did not ;jncreale; How, ſaid he ! 
Can you leave Cyprus without ſhewing new Marks 
of Afﬀiction ? It is impoſlible, Madam, but you 
moſt ſenſibly feel this departure: Do me the 
Favour to let me know, Who it 1s that you are 
concerned for ? There is not a Man in all this 
Place, bur I can prevail with, to go into Africk; 
and, you ſhall have the Pleaſure to ſee him there, 
without his leaſt Suſpicion, that you delir*d a- 
ny ſuch thing: | have no mind, faid 1, to trou- 
ble my (elf, to diſpoſſeſs you of an Opinion, 
which you conceiv*d upon appearances that ſcem'd, 


to be True ; Nevertheleſs, I mult tell you, that, 
thoſe 
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thoſe appearances are falſe, 1 leave none in Fa- 
magoſta, for, whom I have any extraordinary 
Concern ; And yet, it is not for any Change my 
Heart has made, I underſtand you, Madam, 
the Man that had the good Luck to pleaſe you 
is not here ; I looked for him in vain, amongſt 
the Number of your Adorers ; and, I believe he 
was gone from Cypras, before I had the Honour 
to ſee you.. It is neither before you ſaw me, nor 
ſince your coming hither, that any has been ſo 
happy as to pleaſe me, faid I to him, very ab- 
ruptlyz and I pray you, not to ſpeak to me any 
more, of a thing that diſpleaſes me ſo much, 

Alamire ſeeing that I was Angry, would ſay no 
_more to me,and aſſured me he would neyer trouble 
me any more upon this Subjett ; I wasglad toend 
a Converſation, in which, I was always in danger 
of diſcovering, what I ſo earneſtly deſired to con- 
ceal, In fine, we went aboard, and our Voyage 
was at firſt ſo pleaſant, that we had no reaſon to 
fear ſuch an unfortunate Ship-Wrack, as we ſuf- 
fer'd npon the Coaſt of Spain, as I ſhall inform 
you anon, 

Felime was going to continue her Relation, 
when a Servant came to tell her that her Mother 
grew worſe, Though I had many other things to 
tell you, ſaid ſhe to Don Olmmd, as ſhe was go- 
ing to lcave him, I have told you enough, to let 
you know, that my Life depends upon that 'of 
Alamire, and likewiſe, to engage you to keep 
your Word with me. Madam, I will moſt ex- 
actly perform my Prorfiiſe; But I pray you t6 
remember alſo, that you muſt inform me of the 
relt of your Adyeatures, 

Q The 
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The next Day he went to the Kingz who no 
ſoonet perceived him, but he preſently would 
have Go»ſalvo put out of the impatiefice, and the 
diſquiet which appeared in his Countenance : 
Therefore, leading them both into his Cloſet; 
and commanding, Don Olmond, to tellhim, whe- 
ther he had ſeen Felime; or learnt from her, 
what intereſt ſhe took in the Preſervation of A4lz- 
mire, Don Olmond, without ſeeming to Dive in- 
to the Reaſons, Why the King, ſhould be fo 
curious, to know the Adventures of that Prince , 
he gaye an exaCt Account, of all that he had 
learnt from Felime, of her Paſſion for Alamire, 
of Alamires for Zayde; and, of all that happen'd 
to them; until their departure from Cyprus. Ha- 
ving made an end, he judged, that the King, 
and Gon/alvo, could not be fo free in their Dil- 
courſe, as they would be if he were not there ; 
and, to leave them at Liberty, he ſaid, for ex- 
cuſe, that he was Oblig?d to return to Oyopeſe. 
So ſoon as he was gone, the King looking up- 
on his Favorite, with an Ayre that ſhew'd the 
kindneſs he had for him, ſaid to him, Do you 
yet believe, that Alamire is beloved of Zayde ? 
Do you believe it was ſhe, that made Felime 
Write ? Do not you fee, how ill your Appre- 
henſions are grounded? No Sir, ( reply*d grave- 
ly, Don 195 var ) all that Don O!/mond has faid, 
cannot, perſuade me yet, but that I have cauſe to 
fear ; Perhaps, Zayde was not, at firſt, in Love 
with Alamire;, or, that ſhe concealed it from 
F:lime, (eeing the Baſſion ſhe had for that Prince; 
but whom do you believe ſhe lamented, when ſhe 
was Shipwrack*'d upon the Coaft of Spain, bat 
Alamire, whom ſhe believed Dead? Whom = 
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I reſemble but that Prince? Felime ſpoke only of 
him in her Relation; Zayde,. has deceived. her, 
my Lord, or elſe, ſhe hasowned to hey the in- 

clination- ſhe had for him: But ſince there being, 
at Alphonſo's Houſe, all that I haye heard, does; 
not deſtroy the Opinion I had; and, I fear much, 

that, what remains yet untold, will rather con- 

firm, than deſtroy them. It was ſo late when. 
Gonſalvo left the King, that he ould have thought 
of nothing elſe, but of taking his Reſt; But, his 

diſquiet of Mind would not give him leave to 

take any. Fehimes Relationangmented his Curio- 

fity, and left him ftill in that cryel uncertainty, 

in which he had been ſo long. In the Morning, - 
one of the Officers of the Army, that came- back 

from Oropeſe, brought him a Note from Row Oh 

mond, wherein he Read theſe Words.

Man' ſhe: lo- 
ved'y” Bat, that he could not: be deceived in 
hisbelief, that Zayde. was 1n Love./' The Letter 
he'faw her Write -at Alphonſo's Houſe, what he 
had4-/heard her ſay. at 'Torto/a, of a firſt inclina- 
tion; afd the Note he received trom Don Olmond, 
would'riot let him doubt of it. _ He thought he 
muſt be ſtill unhappy, - fince Zaydes Heart was 
firmly concerned ; Neverthelcſs,: without know- 
ing why, he felt ſome.caſe, by the aſſurance he 
had; that' her Paſſion was not for-the Prince of 
Tharſms. | 

-Io the mean while, the Moors made Overtures 
vf- Peace,” which were ſo advantageous, that it 
was not thought Prudence to reject them ; Ple- 
nipotentiaries were named on both ſides to Re- 
gulate Differences, and a new Cellation was a- 
greed upon. Gon/alvo was privy tO all the Tranſ- 
ations : Yet, as buſied as he was by the impor- 
tance of thoſe Aﬀairs,which the King intruſted him 
with, he was'much more impatient to know, who 
this Rival Thould be, of whom, he never heard 
before.

He Princes, Zulema and Ofmin, left Cyprus 
= with an intention to paſs into Africk, 21) 
to land at Turns : 'Alamire went along with.them; 
and their Voyage was Proſperous enoygh, until 
a contrary Wind drove them towards Alex4ndria, 
When Zu/ema ſaw himſelt ſo near that.Place, he 
had a mind to go a Shore, to viſit Albymzzar, 
( the molt famous Aſtrologer of all Africk.) his 
old Acquaintance. The Priaceſles ( wha-were not 
uſed to the Hardſhips of the S2a) were glad to 
go a Shore, to reſt themſelves ; and the Winds 
continued in a contrary . Point; fo that, they 
could not put to Sea again fo ſocn as they. ex- 
pected. 

One day, as Zulema was ſhewing to Albymas

2,ar divers Rarities which he had brought from 


his Travels, Zayde cſpied in a Box which he 0- 
pen*d, the Picture of a Young Man, of an ex- 
traordinary Beauty, and a molt agreeable Phyli- 
ognomy ; the Dreſs ( that was like to that which 
js uſed by che Princes of Arabia) made her ima» 

(2.3 gigne, 
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gine, that it might be rhe Picture-of one of the 
Caliph's Sons : She asked her Father, whetheric 
was not ſo as ſhe Fuogpht'? He told her, He knew 
not. for whom that Pifture was drawn 3 that he 
bought it of a Soldier, and kept it for the ex- 
celleticy-of 'the'Work ; Zayde ſeemed taken with 
the Beauty of that Pifture : Albumazar took no- 
tice of her Attention, in conſidering it; He 
joked with her about it; and told her, That he 
perceiveg,-that'a' Man that ſhould reſemble this 
Picture, might hope to pleaſe her, 

"The Greciens \have- naturally a great opinion 
of Aſtrology, and young People are very curious 
to know what is to come; ſo, Zayde preſſed this 
famous -Aftrologer, to tell her ſomething of her 
deſtiny : But he ſtill excuſed himſelf, 'He paſled 
all that fittle time which he could ſpare from his 
Studies, -in 'Zulem4a*s Company ; and ſeemed to 
ayoid all occafions, of ſhewing his extraordinary 
Skill,” At laſt, one*day finding him in -her Fa- 
ther*s Chamber, ſhe urged him more than ever, 
to conſult the Stars about her Fortune, I need 
mot conſalt the Stars for that, ſaid he, Madam, 
for, I can aſſure you, that you are deſtin'd for 
the Man, whoſe Piftnre Zu/ems ſhewed you. 
Very few Princes in Africk are equal to him : 
You ſhall be Happy if you Marry-him : Have a 
care,. you do not Engage your AfﬀeCtion to any 
other.” Zayde received this Anſwer, as a kind 
of Railery, for her too much Atrention in view- 
ing the Pifture : But Zalema told her, with all 
the Authogity of a Father, That ſhe muſt no 
ways doubt ofthe Troth of this Prediction ;

Zayde and Felime could not belieye, that Zule- 
ma ſpoke what he truly thought , but when he 
declared, that he had no Intention now, that the 
Princeſs (his Daughter ) ſhould Marry the Prince 
of Tharſus : They no ways doubted of the Truth 
of what 4lhumazar had ſaid. Felime was not.a 
little tranſported with Joy, when ſhe knew that 
Zayde was no longer deſtia*d for Alamire, She 
fancy'd a great pleaſure to tell him of it : _ She 
Aatrerd her 'felf with the nope, that he would 

ave no further ex- 


pectation, that Zayde would be his. She begg?d 


leave of this' fair Princeſs, to- acquaint 4/pire 
'with Albumazars Prediction, and. Zulema?s inten» 


tion ;;- this leave 'was ſoon granted, Zayde eaſily 
cpnſeated to all, that might Cure the Prince of 
Tharſns of the Paſſion he had for her. 
Felime, found an occaſion ro ſpeak to the 
Prince, and without making any ſhew, of the 
Pleaſure ſhe took, in telling it to him, ſhe ad- 
viſcd him to:break off with Zayde lince ſhe Was 
deſign?d for another, and that Zulema was ho 
longer fayourable to him ; ſhe, moreover told 


him, how Zylema came to change his Mind, and 


ſhewe'l him the Pifture, which was to, decide 
Zaydes deſign. Alamire appeared overwhelm'd 
with Grief, at the words of Felime, and ſurpri- 


Zed, with, the Beauty of the Picture, ſhe ſhewed 
him; he remained a good while ſilent, at laſt, 
[lifting up his Eyes, with an Ayre which ſhewed 


his Grief; 1 believe it, Madam, faid he, that 
Man, whoſe picture I ſee, is deſign*d for Zayde ; 
his Beauty deſerves her ; But, he ſhall never have 

'Q4 her ; 
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her; For, I will Kill him, before he ſhall be a- 
ble to pretend to. Rob me of Zayde : But, reply?d 
Felime, if you uridergake to fight with every Man, 
that may be like this Pidtnure, - You muſt attack 
a great number of men, before you find out him, 
for whom it was drawn. I am not happy enough, 
' anſwer*d Alamire, to be in danger of ſuch a 
"miſtake." This Picture repreſents ſo great, and 
ſo particular a _— that very few canbe like 
It. But, Madam, added he, this Phyſiognomy, 
as agreeable and as pleaſing as it appears, may 
hide ſuch unpleaſing Humours, and a temper of 
mind ſo different, from what ought to pleaſe 
Zayde, that as Beautiful, as this pretended Ri- 
val may be, perhaps he may not be beloved of 
her: And, as favourable and kind as Fortune and 
Zulema may be to him, if he does not Captivate 
Zaydes inclinations, I ſhall not think my ſelf: al- 
together unhappy; I ſhall be leſs troubled to ſee 
her in the poſſeſſion of a man that ſhe cannot 
love, than to ſee her in love with a man that ſhe 
cannot poſſeſs.

Felime was ſo much Concerned to ſee that, 
what ſhe had ſaid, would not abate-of Alamire*s 
hopes, that ſhe Jet him carry away the Picture : 
Which he return'd to her ſome days after, in 
ſpight of the deſire he had, to hide it for ever 
from the Eyes of Zayde, 


After 
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After ſome ſtay at A4lexandriz, the winds were 
favourable, for their departure ; A/amire recti- 
ved Letters from his Father that obliged him to 
leave Zayde, to return to Thar/as : But knowin 
that he ſhould not need to ſtay long there, told 
Zulema, that he ſhould be as ſoon at Tun as he. 
Felime was as much afflifted at their Separation, 
as if ſhe had been really beloved by him : She 
was uſed to all the affliqions which love caules, 
but ſhe had not been yer acquainted with that, 
which abſence gives : And ſhe felr it fo ſenſibly, 
that ſhe found, that it was the pleaſure alone, 
of ſeeing him ſhe loved, that gave her ſtrength 
to ſupport the Misfortune of not being beloved. 

Alamire parted from Tharſas ; and Zulema and 
O/min, in different Ships, failed rowards 7am : 
\Zayde and Felime would not be parted, but ſtaid 
together in Zulema's Ship. After ſome days Na- 
vigation, a grievous Storm aroſe, which diſperſed 
the Fleet : That Ship in which Zayde was, ſpent 
her Main-Maſt : Art which, Zulema loſing all 
Hope of Safety in ſtaying in the Ship, and know- 
ing that he was not far off the Land, reſolved to 
ſave himſelf in the Long Boat : He cauſed} his 
Wife, his Daughter, and Felimz, to go into the * 


' Boat ; and took with him all that he had of Va» 


lue : But, as he was going to ſtep into the Boat, 
a Wave broke the Rope that faſten'd it to the 
Ship, and carried it with that Violence, that it 
ſtaved it againſt the Beach, Zayde was calt up- 
on the Shore of Catalonia half Dead ; and Fee 
lime, who had got hold of a Plank, was driven 
in there too, after ſhe had ſeen the Princeſs Ala» 
finthe drowned. When Zayde was come to her 
lelf, ſhe was in a maze, to find her (elf among 


people 
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People that ſhe did not know, and whoſe Lan- 
guage ſhe could not naderſtand. 

Two Spaniards that were walking upon the 
Beach, found her in a Trance, and cauſed her 
to be carry'd to their Houſe ; Some Fiſher-men 
led Felimz thither too: Zayde was over-joyed to 
ſce herz but was more afflicted, to hear of the 
Death of the Princeſs, her Mother : Having ſhed 
many Tears for this Loſs, ſhe bent her Thoughts 
how to get out of that Place : She made figas, 
that ſhe deſired to go to 7imis, where ſhe hoped 
to find Oſmin and Beleny. 

Loaking earneſtly upon the Youngeſt of thoſe 
two Spaniards, whoſe Name was Theodorick, he 
perceived, he very much reſembled. the Picture, 
with which ſhe had been ſo taken : This Reſem- 
blance ſurprized her, and made her look upon 
him with more Attention. She went along the 
Beach to ſearch for a Box, in which this PiAure 
was'; which, ſhe believed, was put into the Boat, 
when ſhe came off from the Ship, She ſought 
in vain; and ſhe was extremgly vexed, that ſhe 
could not find what ſhe looked for. She per- 
ceived, for ſome Days, that Theodorick had a 
* Paſſion for her, though ſhe could not underſtand 
it by his Language; yet his Carriage, and his 
Actions, made her ſuſpett it; Nor was that 
Suſpicion difagreeable to her. 

Some time after, ſhe thought her ſelf miſta- 
ken : She faw him very Melaacholly, without a- 
ny cauſe from her :\She faw, that he often left her 
to go alone, to Dream and Think. In fine; She 
believed, he was ingaged in Aﬀection to ſome 
other, which made him uneaſy, and troubled in 
Mind, This Imagination gave her a ſurprizing 
| diſquiet, 
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diſquiet, and made her as Melancholly, as Tbeo- 
dorick ſeemed to her. Althuugh Feline was taken 
up with her own Thoughts; yer ſhe was too 


-well acquainted -with Love, not to perceive the 


paſſion which Theodorick had for Zadye, and the 
Jaclination Zayde had for Thesdorick : She hinted 


'1t to her divers times; and, notwithſtanding the 


Relaftancy this fair Princeſs found in her, to 
own it to her ſelf ; yer, ſhe could not forbear 
owning it to Felime. 

It is true, ſaid ſhe, I have an Inclination for 
Theodorick ; of which I am not Miſtriſs : Bur, 1 
pray you Felime, ls it not of him, that Albuma- 
zar ſpoke ? And was not that Picture ( think 
you ) which we ſaw, drawn for him? There is 
no likelihood of it, anſwered Felizmre ; The For- 
tune and Country of Theodorick, has nothing that 
can relate to what Albumazar laid, Conſider, 
Madam, that having no ways credited that Pre- 
diction, you now begin to believe ir, by imagi- 
ning, that 7heodorick may be the Man that is de- 
ſtin*d for you; and judge from thence, what are 
your Thoughts for him. Hitherto, ( reply*d 
Zayde ) | did not believe the Words of Albuma- 
2.ar, to be a true Prediction : Bur, I muſt con. 
fels, that ſince I ſaw Theodorick, they beyan to 


- make an Impreſſion upon my Fancy. I thought 


it ſomething Extraordinary, to have found a 
Man that reſembled that Picture; and, at the 
ſame time, to feel an Inclination for him, I am 
ſurprized, when I think of Albumazar's forbid- 
ing me to ſuffer my Heart to receive any Impreſ- 
ſion : He ſeems to me, to have fore-ſeen the In- 
clination I have for Theodorick : Aud, his Perſon 
is ſo pleaſing to me, that if I am delign'd = a 

an 
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Man that reſembles him, what ſhould make me 
"Happy, is like to make my Life;uncomfortable, 
My 1nclinatian is deceived with this Reſemblance, 
and hurries me to him, to whom I ought not to be+ 
long ; and, perhaps, prepoſleſles me (o ſtrangely, 
that 1 ſhall not be able to Love him, whom the 
Deſtinies bave ordained I ſhould Love. Fhere 
is no other Remedy, continued Zayde, but to 
leave a'place where | run fach hazard, and where 
Decency it felf, forbids we ſhould continue any 
longer. It is not in our Power, anſwered Fel:- 
me, to leave it : We are ina ſtrange Country, 
even where our Language is not underſtood. 
We muſt ſtay for the Ships ; Bur take notice, 
that whatſoever Care you ſeem to take, to leave 
Theodorick, you will eaſily be able to blot out the 
Impreſlion he has made upon your Heart, I per- 
ceive in you, the ſame things I felt, when 1 be- 
gan to love Alzmire; and would to the Gods, I 
could ſee in him, what you cannot but ſee in 
Theodorick. You are miſtaken, ſaid ſhe, if you 
think that Theodorick has any Inclination for me; 
he has, doubtleſs, for ſome other Perſon : And 
the Sadnels [ perceive him in, proceeds from - a 
Paſlion, of which 1 am not. the Cauſe. 1 have, 
at leaſt, this Conſolation in my Misfortune ; that 
the [mpoſſibility of expreſſing my Thoughts to 
him, will -hinder me from the Weakaels of de- 
claring to him that I love him, - 

A few Days after this Converſation, Zayde 
ſaw Theodorick at a diſtance ; looking, with-great 
Attention, upon ſame thing, which he held be- 
twixt both his Hands; Her-Jealowſy made her 
fancy, that it was a Picture : She relolves to figd 
out the Truth; and feals towards him as foftly 

ay 
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as ſhe could; but ſhe could not do it fo gently, 
but that he heard her : He turned his Head, and 
hid what he had in his H®nds, fo that ſhe could 
ſee nothing but the Lnſtre of ſome Diamonds : 
She no longer doubted, but that it was a Picture- 
Caſe, as ſhe had imagined ; the Aſſurance ſhe be- 
lieved, ſhe. had oc; it, ſtruck her with Grief, 
that ſhe could not hide her Sadneſs, nor look 
upon Theodorick, And ſhe felt ſuch anguiſh ,of 
mind, to be ſo paſſionately ſmitten with a Man, 
whom ſhe believed in Love with another, Theo- 
dorick, by chance, let fall what he hid ; ſhe ſaw 
it was a Knot of Diamonds, which held to a 
Bracelet of her Hair, which ſhe bad loſt ſome 
days before : The Joy ſhe was in, that ſhe had 
been miſtaken, would not let her ſhew any An- 
ger.
